acted upon that conviction so just- 

. ly, that he ImToediately commanded 
that the very circumstance of the 
admonition sJumld be remitted; 
'whkhis tantamount to the most 
honourable triumph for Lieute- 
nant Scott, to whose moderation 
and firmness every subaltern in the 
army should hold himself indebted, 
as the power in commanding offi* 
eers to Inforce obedience to orders 
that are in their nature frivolous or 
vexatious, is now done away for 
ever in tlie British Army. 

So many cases of this teazing 
tendency, have been promulgated 
within the last few years in the 
military reports, that we are truly 
happy they have now received their 
Judicial coup de grace for ever, 
froni that source from whence all 
honour flows : as the condition of 
any officer would be miserable in- 
deed, if it were in the power of

just decree of the Prince Regent 
will operate to check those envious 
and malicious emotions, which but 
too frequently rage in the bosonm 
of small-hearted men in office, 
when they have superior beings to 
deal with, who have been subject- 
ed to their controul by accident or

CHAP. III. — THAT IT IS GOOD FOE 
0NB*S HSALTH TO GET DRUNK 
SOMETIMES. 

Although mirth and joy be ab- 
solutely necessary to health, yet it 
must be allowed that there are a 
great many pleasures very injurious 
and prejudicial to it; and we 
should act with precaution in using 
those we make choice of. But this 
precaution is not necessary in those 
we seek in the sweet juice of the 
grape. So far is drunkenness from 
prejudicing our health, that, .on 
the contrai*y, it highly preserves it. 
This is the sentiment of the most 
able physicians. These worthy 

▲ 2 geDtlemea 
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gentlemen are arbiters of lite and 
death. They have over us, jus vita' 
'et necis, We must therefore believe 
them. Ergo, let us heartily ca- 
rouse. Every one knovi^s that Hip- 
Jpocrates^ the prince of physicians^ 
.|>rescribes getting drunk once a 
m^nth^ as a thing very necessary 
to the conservation of health j for, 
according to h\tn, in the words of a 
certain French lady — 

** When from th* bottle, flush'd with wine, 

we rise, 
The brisk efHuvia brighten in our eyes ; 
Thi» a^eet and useful warmth stiil makes 

t» think, 
. That cups of potable rich gold we drink, 
IVhich DafHes time, aad triumphs over 

• ' years, 
prives away grief, and sad perplexing 

cares; 
Does all, and yet in fabjies sweet disguise, 
O dire midiap I its diuy essence lies." 

Avicenna and Jlasis, most ex- 
cellent physicians of Arabin, say, 
that it is a thing very salutary and 
wholesome to get drunk some- 
"times. 

Monsieur Hofman confirms what 
.'las been just now said in relation 
to Aviceuna, and adds thereto the 
^testimony of another physician. — 
*' Avicenna," says he, *' abso- 
lutely approves getting drunk once 
or twice evei^ month, and alledges 
for it physical reasons.** — Diosco- 
rides says, " That drunkenness is 
not always hurtful, but that very 
often it is necessaiy for the conser- 
vation of health.*' — Homer say§, 
"" That Nestor, who lived so long, 
tossed off huge bocals of wine*." 

Monsieur Hofman believes also, 
that wine is an excellent preserva- 
tive against distempers, and of an 
admirable use in their cure. In like 
manner, several divines believe. 



that there is no manner of harm iri 
getting drunk, when it is done for 
health's sake, and not for pleasure. 
In this class one may reckon Fere 
Taverne, a Jesuit, These are bis 
words: *' Drunkenness,'* says hcj, 
" is a mortal sin, if one falls into 
it for pleasure only ; but if one 
gets druuk for any honest end, as 
for example, by direction of one*s 
physician in order to recover healtb^i 
there is no manner of harm in it at 
all." 

But, however, not to digress too 
much from our subject, to preserve 
their health the Africans drink a 
great deal of wine ; and this they 
do to help the digestion of the vast 
quantity of fruits they eat. 

Montaigne tells us, that be heard 
Silvius, an excellent physician of 
Paris, say, *' That to keep up the 
powers of the stomach, that they 
faint not, it would be very proper 
to rouze them up once a month by 
this wholesome excess. And if we 
believe Rcgnier, a young physiciaa 
does not see so far as an old 
drunkard. 

We also say with the French 
poet Boileau — 

If Bourdaloue,f somewhat severe. 
Warns us to dread voluptuous aweets. 

Good honest fatlier Escobar ,f 
To fuddle for one's heafth permits. 

And, by the bye, if the number 
of physicians, who used to get 
dnmk, proves any thing, I could 
inseit a good round catalogue, 
amongst whom I do not find any 
English doctors, for they are the 
most abstemious persons in the 
world 3 however, being unwilling 
to trouble my gentle reader with 
so long a bead-roll, I sl^all instance

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ooly turo very illustrious topers of 
the faculty. The first is no ]ess a 
Iliad than the gi'eat Paracelsus^ 
who used to get drunk yery often ; 
and the other is the famous master 
J^r. Francis Rabelais^ who took a 
lingular pleasure to moisten his 
clay 3 or to make use of one of his 
pwn expressions, IJumer le plot. 

I could, after these, n>ention Pa- 
tin, who tells us. That when he 
gave his public entertainment for 
his decanat, or deanship, at which 
thirty-six of his colleagues assisted, 
he never saw in all his life so much 
toping. From all which, however, 
one may very reasonably infer, that 
so many able persons would never 
have drunk so much, had they not 
thought it was no ways prejudicial 
to their health. ^ 

To conclude, let any one allege 
this vei'se as a maxim, that 

It does no harm to take a glass or two, 
But in great numbers mighty ills accrue. 

And I shall do myself the* ho- 
nour to answer him with another 

verse, that sometimes 

> 

.The only health to people hale and sound 
Is to have many a tippling health go 
round. 

And that this is true, witness the 
•great Hippocrates, who says — 

That what to health conduceth best. 
Is fuddling once a month at least. 



CHAP. IV. THAT OLD PEOPLE 

OUGHT TO GET DRUNK SOME- 
TIMES. 

Wine taken with some excess is 
excellent for old people. 

When shaken by the powerful force of 

age. 
The body languid grows, and ev'ry joint . 
Its proper juice exhal'd, all feeble droops. 

And is not the reason plain ? bft- 
4!fiase it moistens their dry tempe* 
romeat^ and nourishes their radi- 



cal ipoisture. Hence came the 
prqverb, which says, '* That wine 
is the milk of old men.^* Tirellus, 
in his history, declares the same 
thing, when he says, *' That wine 
is the nutriment of natural heat.** 
Conformably to this truth that old 
man acted, of whom Seneca makes 
mention, who, being pressed to 
drink wine cooled in snow, said, 
** That his age made hitn cold 
jenaugh, and that he' did not desire 
to be more cold than he was."— 
Than which, certainly no answer 
could be more just and true. 

Besides, the infirmities of an ad- 
vanced age require some consola- 
tion and diversion. Let us see 
what Montaigne says, who was not 
much given tp tippling; 'for he 
plainly says, that bis gout and 
complexion were greater enemiea 
to drunkenness than his discourse. 
His words are these — " The in- 
conveniencies attending old age, 
which stand in need of some sup- 
port and refreshment, might with 
reason produce in me a desire of 
this faculty', since it is as it were 
the last pleasure that the course of 
years steals from us. The natural 
heat, say the boon companions, he- 
gins first at the feet, this is the case 
of infancy ; thence it ascends to 
the middle region, where it conti- 
nues a long while, and there pro- 
duces in my mind the only true 
pleasures of the corporal life ; at 
last exhaling itself like a vapour, it 
moves upwards, till it comes to the 
throat, and there it makes its last 
little stay." 

Athenaeus, after Theopbrastus, 
says. That wine drives away those 
irksome inquietudes to' which old 
people are unhappily subject. And 
to conclude, the divine Plato as- 
sures us, that *' Wine is a medi- 
cine as well for the body as the 
mind^ the dryness of obi people 

hare 
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have great occasion for this kind 
of moistening, and their severe ge- 
nius of the brisk gaiety inspired by 
vrine^ without which they would 
not be able to perform their part in 
the concert^ and consequently 
would be no longer useful mem- 
bers in the commonwealth, which 
IS no other ways supported and 
preserved than by harmony.^ 



Daily experience teaches nsr^ 
that one of the best means to pnsh 
one's fortune, is often to regale 
with those who are in credit ^ for, 
to one that may have ruined him- 
self by so doing, ten have made 
their fortunes. We may^ therefore 
say of entertainments, that — 
Thcfe unite friends, and strictly keep tbeni 



so. 



CHAP. VII. THAT WINE ACOUIRES 

FRIENDS^ AMD RECONGILBS ENS- 
ItflES. ' 

Friendship is a good so precious 
and valuable, and at the same time 
so very rare, that one cannot take 
too much care in order to procure 
it. The most efficacious means to 
do this is feasting. It is by eating 
and dnnking together that convtr- 
aation becomes more easy and fa- 
miliar ', and, to use the words of 
Monsieur de ^a Mothe le vayer, 
*' We hold, that table communion 
unites people's very souls, and 
causes the strictest friendships." — 
And, in reality, can any thing be 
more agreeable and engaging, than 
to take a friendly bottle in pleasant 
and delightful company ? 

And therefore Cleomedes had 
great reason to say, " Take away 
the pleasures of the table, where w^ 
open ourselves so agreeably to each 
other, and you rob us of the sweet- 
est cordial of human life." This 
was also the sentiment of Cicero, 
in his Book of Old Age ; of Aris- 
totle, in his Ethics; and Plutarch, 
in his Questions. Let who will, 
then, look on trencher friends to 
be false, and say "with those of 
whom Ovid makes mention— 

** In hapoy tunes, while riches round yon 

A thousand friends their obligations own, 
But when loud advene winds begin to 

blowj 
And darksome clouds appear* Tou're kit 

atone." ^^r > ; 



But what is more, wine does the 
office of a mediator between ene- 
mies. Of which truth I shall in- 
stance two illustrious examples : 
M. Crassus reconciled himself to 
Cicero at a feast } Asdrubal and 
Scipio did the same on the like oc- 
casion. And one may see, in a 
description which a very learned 
person has given of Switzeriand, 
that when the iuliabitants of that 
country quarrel with oue another, 
and come to blows, they are imme- 
diately reconciled, l)y returning to 
their cups, amd no harm ensues, 
but sitting up all night, and arnica- ' 
bly getting drunk together. 

But to come nearer. The Bi- 
shop of Bitonto, one of the fathers 
of the Council of Trent, and a fa- 
mous preacher, fre<|\iently id hri 
sermons, exhorting the Germans to 
unity, and to return to the Church, 
made use of this topic of friendly 
drinking, conjuring them thereto as 
undoubtedly, by the strongest, and 
most efficacious argument he could 
make use of, by remembering ho^ 
merry and sociable heretofore they 
had been in their cu]is.

LOTTERY DREAMS. 



Action tried in the Conrt nf'lSng*s Sen^f 
GuUdhaU^ AfrU 3. 

Nisbett V. Swift. 

T^HIS was an action against a 
Lottery-Office keeper, to recover 
half of a 20,0001. prize, gained by 
the ticket No. 27, in the Spring 
Lottery, I8O9. It appeared that 
the plaiutifi* had dreamt a dream 
that foreboded the certain luck of 
Nos. 27 ami 111, and immediately 
applied to the defendant to procnre 
for him a half- ticket of the former 
number, and a quarter of the latter. 
This the defendant undertook to 
do, and the plaintiff was furnished 
with the quarter of No. Ill ; bat 
No. 27, drawn a 20,000l. prize, he 
did notpn>cure. The plaintiff ac- 
cordingly filed his bill in Chancery 
agaiiist defendant, for a discovery 
of certain facts, which he could 
not otherwise prove ; and th« de-* 
fendant by his answer admitted the 
undertakiiig between bim and |^^- 
tiff; and said that he bud, ift puir* 
auance of it, made application at 
the proper office in the Bank, had 
paid the usual fee of 5s. eacli 
number, and had given in a paper 
with those numbers. This paper 
bad, however, been accidentally 
lost, and No. %7 was sold to some- 
body else. By chance, however, 
the ticket No. ill came int» the 
defendant*!) hand* and he secured it 
for the plaintiff. — Lord EUenbo- 
rough observed, that the defendftat 
was bound to fulfil his undertaking; 
and if the plaiutiif conld shew that 
he had ixoxa oidpable neglett, or 
even from inattention, failed to do 
so, the defendant must he liable. 
Here, however, the defendant had 
used all due diligence, but bad b*eki 
disap|K>inted of obtaining the num- 
ber by oircumstances which h# 
could not foresee or prevent. The 
plaintiff was accordingly nonstiited.

T^HIS case, tried before a General 
Court Martial, of which Colo- 
nel Disbrowe was President, on the 
20th and 21st days of December, 
181 Ir, but not promulgated tilt the 
present time, has decided two ques- 
tions of the highest importance to 
the Army. The Court was com- 
posed of Field-Officers and Captains 
from the Kiug^s own Staffordshire 
Militia, the Gloucester, the two 
liondon, and second Tower Ham- 
lets Regiments. 

Two charges were brought by 
Colonel Beaufoy, commanding the 
First Royal Tower Hamlets Regi- 
ment of Militia, against Lieutenant 
Scott, at present serving in that 
regiment: — 

1st. *' For disobedience of regi- 
mental orders, dated 24th and 25th 
of October, 1811, in not attending 
the Captain of the week, at Head 
Quarters, Hackney,at guard mount- 
ing, at one o'clock, and at eight 
o'clock, at night, on Wednesday, 
the 6th of No^vember, 1811" 

2d. '^ For repeatedly breaking 
bis arrest, on or about the 12th, on 
or aI>out the 13th, and on or about 
the l6th of November, i811." 

The prisoner had notice of a 
third charge, which was with- 

. drsLwn, viz. :— 

'' For not occupying a billet on 
the Horse and Groom publlc«hou8e, 
in Mare-street, Hackney, when 

, furnished to him by Quarter-Mas - 

. ter Grfiiit, of the same regiment.*' 
The prosecution was conducted 

• by Counsel : the prisoner defended 
bim«^lf. 

On swearing, in the members, 

. the prisoner excepted against Cap- 

. tiiin John Castle Gaat, of his owo 

. Nqul. XL.— No. 235. 



. regiment, on the grouAd of his hav- 
ing been ordered by Colonel Beau- 
foy out of his tour of this duty ; 
and the exception was admitted. 

The Orders stated in the first 
charge were proved by the Adju- 
tant and the regimental orderly 
book. They enjoined, that *' in 

. consequence of Lieutenants Scott 
and Burrows not being to be found 
at their quarters, the whole of the 
Subaltern Officers should attend, 
first at certain boui-s, and then at 
other certain hours of morning, 

. noon, and night, at head quarters.*^ 
[The Captain of the day had on 
some similar occasion received a 
similar order.] It was also proved, 
that Lieutenant Scott had not at- 
tended the Captain of the week at 
the times stated in the charge. 

On cross-examination of tho 
witnesses for the prosecution, it 
appeared, that the order was not 
issued for the performance of any 
duty, or attendance in expectation 
of any duty ; that of sixteen offi- 
cers, not above two or three ever 
attended ; that even the Captain 
of the week, who was in one order 
supposed to be thus attended, did 
not always himself attend; that 
the order went only to harass the 
subaltern officers ^ that the pri- 
soner was never known to neglect 
a duty 'y that he had long possessed 
the approbation of Colonel Beau- 
foy, and contitined to deserve it, as 
well as that of his other superiors. 
It was sworn by the prisoner's 
servant, that during ^\e years he 
had been in his service, the prisoner 

. nevec willingly avoided any duty ^ 
and that he bad known him under- 
go considerable fatigue, and mount 
a distant guard, at a time when he 
was extremely ill, and ui^ble even 
to receive any food. 

The principal defence to this 
charge (besides ihewiog that, 

S thoug)| 
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thouf^b net at a certain moment 
found in his quarters, when warned 
for no duty, be had provided that 
he should at any moment be easily 
found, and promptly under arms), 
went generally to " the inex- 
pediency of .orders which rendered 
ibe service ineihcient, by injunc- 
tions that oppose each other, or 
reader the laws by which the 
forces ai'e generally governed, a 
nullity^ or command an impossi- 
bility, or an illegal act 5 that ac- 
cording to this order, the subaltern 
commanding a guard near four 
Utiles distant, was enjoined to at- 
tend, and those of the field of ex- 
ercise I and that at the last attend- 
ance, in a dark muddy lane, which 
it was difficult to approach in uni- 
form withput ridicule, the regi« 
mental taptoo is beaten, that orders 
fbe soldier to l^ls quarters; that 
the general regulations and orders 
which provided for the minutest 
details of duty, neither authorised 
unnecessary attendances, nor any 
thing unnecessarily harassing and 
degrading to an officer or private 
soldier ; and prohibited any thing 
contrary to their tenour and spirit 
from being ever enjoined ; that of 
these, therefore, a violation had 
taken place in the order itself, ra- 
ther than any disobedience of a 
lawful command in the prisoner.*' 

The prisoner was also in a weak 
^tate of health, and had, at the 
times stated in the charge, suffered 
from being compelled to remain 
long in his uniform, wet through 
by heavy r^in. 

The arrest ^escribed in the se- 
cond chkr^e^ was also proved to 
have taken place in the house of 
iDaptain Ralfe, in Hackney-road ; 
and that it was afterwards limited 
fo the parish of Hackney. The 
Collectors of the taxes, and a per- 
son who tiad been Surrtyor of the 



roads for forty years, prored the 
* house of Captain Ralfe to be on 
the opposite side of the road to that 
which bounded the parish of Hack- 
ney. Tbe Adjutant, Quarter- 
Master, and several non-commis- 
sioned officers, proved that they 
had seen the prisoner go out of the 
parish toward that house. 

Ensign David Burn, ipth foot, 
also proved that he had, at the 
intimation of Captain and Adju- 
tant Peyton, followed the prisoner 
from head-quarters, to see him 
cross the road to Captain Ralfe*s« 
and that he did so cross the road. 
Dr. Langmore, of Hackney, was 
called to prove a friendly conver- 
sation with tfie prisoner. 

On their cross-examination, not 
only the witnesses could not, but 
very old inhabitants, and persons 
born in the parish, could hardly, 
describe the boundaries ; that law- 
suits had been necessary to ascer* 
tain them ; that they divided ponds, 
private grounds, &c. That Lieu- 
tenant Scott had applied to Colo- 
nel Beaufoy, through the Adjutant, 
for information as to the boaiida- 
ries in vain 3 that they could not 
be traced at night ; that the order 
for limiting the arrest to Hackney 
parish was delivered by Captain 
and Adjutant Peyton to the prin 
soner at ten o'clock at night, at 
the house of Captain Ralfe, where 
he had been put under arrest. 
That certain non-commissioned of* 
ficers were ordered to watch the pri- 
soner on the way from that house 
to head-quarters, for the purposji 
of proving a breach of arrest in hw 
crossing tbe road. That although 
Captain Peyton denied having 
given such orders, they did not do 
it without; that the information 
they gave was for their own safety^ 
being in danger if they saw the pri* 
soner, and did not give some infor- 

matioK, 
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Batioil. That the honse in which 
he bad been placed under arrest, 
and in which he remained with the 
exception of crossing the road to 
)iead-quarters> the whole six w^eeks 
preceding his atrial, was but a few 
paces out of the parish. That the 
greater part of the officers lived in 
the same street, and not one could 
obtain lodgings in Hackney. That 
this limitation of arrest to the 
geometrical boundary of a parish 
was not usual in the regiment any 
more than in the service; that 
Lieutenant Scott had never given 
cause for suspicion that he would 
break an arrest ; and that nothing 
was known of him unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 

The defence to this charge 
seened chiefly to rest on the point, 
that *' if the principle of his 
limited arrest were admitted, any 
superior officer might acquaint his 
inferior, placed in a similar situa- 
tion, that though he be under 
arrest in barracks, on the very 
parade, or even at head-quarters, 
yet his arrest is limited to some in- 
definable spot at a distance, and 
then seize him on his progress to 
that spot, or while he wanders 
about to ascertain it, and shut him 
up under close arrest, or, what is 
worse, accttmulate charges against 
him. He added, that the former 
charge, had it continued in exist- 
ence, would have completely satis- 
fied the Court as to the origin of 
the present ; since at the moment 
the billet was granted on this little 
cottage or tap-house kept by a 
widow with a family, the Mermaid 
Tavern, at Hackney, the Nag*s 
Head, the Dolphin, and other 
places in the same street, were 
vacant; yet, notwithstanding fre- 
quent applications, not one of 
thent could be accorded him for 
quartan; nor though he acquaint- 



ed Captain and Adjottnt Pcytoo 
that notwithstanding his ^unuost 
diligence, and that 'of the inbabi* 
tantSi both civil and military, b# 
remained ignorant of the boundariai 
prescribed. 

He continued to state^ that mo« 
tives <jf no common^kind must hat • 
dictated the extraordinary linitn* 
tion of the arrest, which produoad 
this charge, from which it was uta'* 
possible for him to escape : *' for/* 
.said he, ''an instant after I re* 
ceived the order, at ten o'clock at 
night, I was equally chargeable as 
at any hour since; an4 a refusal 
to give me any account of the site 
of the geometrical boundary pre* 
scribed to me, or even to grant me 
an occupiable billet ascertainably 
within the limits, or to shew how 
1 alone, of all my brother officers^ 
could procure lodgings within them^ 
amounted to nothing less than to 
render an order, so to confine my* 
self, the command of an impossi- 
bility, of which no human being 
,can therefore be capable either of 
obedience or violation." Hethea 
stated the chain of circumstancaa 
which had led to the present pro- 
secution, and formed an extraordi- 
nary detail of Colonel Beaufoy'a 
command, including tlie report in 
favour of the prisoner of a Brigade 
Court of Inquiry, of which Major- 
Gcneral Turner ¥ras President | 
and also the decision of General 
Sir David Dundas in his favour^ 
when erroneous returns had been 
made respecting him. 

To this, however. Colonel Been- 
foy*s Counsel objected, and the 
objection was partially admitted. 
The Court desired Lieutenant Scott 
to select such matters as bore im- 
mediately upon the present charges) 
but the piisoner conceiving he had 
full right to produce whatever waa 
relevant to his defence^ whicb> as 

B 2 Ite 
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be fiaid^ if false^ Colonel Beaufoy 
might rebuc in hii reply, he de- 
clined breaking the chain of his 
narrative, or troubling the Court 
with it any farther. With a few 
remarks upon evidence, therefore, 
and a'tender of several high testi- 
monies to his character, inchidin^ 
th6se of his prosecutor, and other 
superiors of his regiment, he left 
the case to their judgment and 
mercy. 

Captains W. Cruden and T.« 
Omeara assisted in the prosecu- 
tion, but their evidence was not 
given. 

Colonel Beaufoy, by direction of 
his Counsel, requested a short time 
to reply to the defence of the pri- 
soner, which was granted. He 
principally stated, that '* notwith- 
standing the sort of defence which 
had been made, he still deemed 
himself entitled, in his command, 
to give what orders he pleased. 
He insisted that both charges had 
been fully proved, and that the 
error of Captain Peyton altogether 
Was' justifiable upou the principle 
of military police. He thought 
that the elevated character of the 
Colonel of the 19th regiment 
would have precluded the censure 
-jof the prisoner as to Ensign David 
Burn*s observation of him, whose 
two months* leave of absence was 
not obtained for that purpose." 
He added little farther, except to 
urge that l>e had established his 
case. 

The Court was closed for near 
^ree quarters of an hour, when 
sentence was adjudged as follows : 

** The Court having maturely

weighed and considered the whole 
of the evidence offered to it, toge- 
ther with the prisoner's defence, is 
of opinion; as to the first chiarge, that 
the prisoner did not attend at head- 
quarters on the days and times 
specified in the charge ; aiKi that he 
is therefore, to that extent^ guilty of 
a disobedience of the orders therein 
specified. 

" As to the second charge, the 
Court is of opinion, that the prison^ 
er did, on the days specified, g9 
beyond the boundaries of the parish 
of Hackney, to which his arrest was 
limited, only ajetis yardsy by pars- 
ing to and fro between the lodging 
he had before occupied, and the 
head-quarters of the regiment ; and 
that he did on those days continue 
£0 lodge without the limits of, 
though at a very small distance 
from, the boundary of the parish of 
Hackney. But it is of opinion, that 
he is not guilty of breaking his 
arrest, within the intent and meaning 
of the 27th Article of the i6th Sec- 
tion of the Articles of War. 

" The Court do therefore adiudge* 
that the prisoner be privately ad* 
monished by the Colonel of his regi- 
ment to pay strict attention to all or- 
ders injiiture,* 

" The Court cannot close its pro- 
ceedings without observing, that the 
facts brought forward by Colonel 
Beaufoy, in support of the charges^ 
are of a vexatious nattu'e, and too 
frivolous to have been made the 
subject of so solemn a proceeding* 
And it is further of opinion, that the 
conduct of Captain and Adjutant 
Peyton, in employing Non-commis- 
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•oaedOficen to watch the prisoner, warm vigorotts tonsthotioil, yon

' Speaking generally of the 
aatives, they are a filthy, disagree- 
able race of people ^ nor is it my 
opinion that any measures wLich 
conld be adopted would ever make 
them otherwise. Their wars are 
as ftequent as usual, and are at- 
leaded with «« much cruelty both 



towards men and women. Tbey 
are still ready at all times to com* 
mit depredations upon the Indian 
corn, whenever there is a probabi- 
lity of their attempts being at- 
tended with the desired success ; 
and this predatory dispotkion ren- 
ders it frequently ifecessary to send . 
detachments of the military to dis- 
perse them) but the utmost carejs 

taken 
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taken to prevent any fatal circum- 
stances from attending these acts . 
of needful hostility, and orders are 
uniformly issued never to fire upon 
tlie natives, unless any particularly 
irritating act should render s»ch a 
measure expedient. They dre a- 
jnazingly expert at throwing the 
spear, and will l«mnch it with un- 
erring aim to the distance of thirty 
to sixty yalrds. I myself have seen 
a lad hurl his spear at a hawk-eagle 
(a hird which, with wings expand- 
ed, measures^ from seven to ten 
feet), flying in the air, with such 
▼eloci y and correctness, as to 
pierce his object/ and bring the 
feathel«ed victin* to the earth.— 
This circumstance will tend to shew 
how sOoh the youth of these tribes 
are trained to the use of the spear, 
ami the dexterity to which they at- 
tain in this art before' they reach 
the age of manhood. Indeed, in- 
stances are by no means uncom« 
jnon, where an army of natives is 
seen following a youthful leader of 
fifteen or sixteen years of age, and 
oVeying his directions implicitly, 
because his pi*evious conduct had 
be^ characterized by remarkable 
vigour of body, and intrepidity of 
mind— virtues which quali^ natives 
of every age and rank for the 
liighest honours and the most 
marked distinctions amqngat these, 
untutored sons of nature. Their 
attachment to savage life is uncon- 
<)ueraile5 nor can the Ktrongest 
allurements tempt them to -ex- 
'•cliahge'th^ir w3d 'residences in the 
recfesttes of the €Ount|y> for the 
eomlorts of European life. A sin-

*^ We now became very anxious 
to commence our travels^ though all 
our Icelandic friends endeavoured 
to dissuade us from undertaking any 
expedition so early in the season.— 
Not being able to procure riding 
horses, we determined to walk > 
and this resolution seeme<l to as- 
tonish the people not a little, as the 
meanest person in Iceland never 
travels on foot. A young man who 
had been educated as a priest, of- 
fered bis services } he spoke Iiatio 
tolerably well } and as he seemed 
active, and disposed to be useful to 
us, a bargain was soon made with 
bim . Early in tbe morning of the 
20th, the preparations for our de-* 
parture commenced 5 but the mo- 
tions of the Icelandera were so ex- 
tremely slow, and they had somany 
discussions about distributing tbe 
loads on the horses which we had/ 

procured 
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]»rociiped for carrying our baggage^ 
that it was past two o'clock in the 
afternoon before all was ready. 
The packsacldles consist of square 
pieces of light spongy turf, cut from 
the bogs. These are tied on with 
a rope ; a piece of wood made to 
fit the horse s back, with a peg 
projecting from each side, is fasten- 
ed over the turf, and on these pegs 
the J^aggage is hung by means of 
cords. The Icelanders pretend to 
be yery nice in balancing the loads 3 
but I do not recollect ever having 
travelled two miles, without stop- 
ping ten times to rectify the bag- 
gage. When all the horses are 
loaded, they are fastened to each 
oth,er, head to tail. A cord is tied 
ixuind the under jaw of the second 
horse, and the other end of it is 
joined to the tail of the first ; and 
thus I have seen thirty or forty 
Q^arching through the country. 
The Iceland horses^ though very 
hardy, and patient of fatigue, are 
easily startled. When any one 
horse in a string is alan^ed, it often 
happens that the cords break, and 
the whole cavalcade is put into 
confusion. The poor animals, 
however, never fail to stop where 
they can get any thing tp eat ; and 
At all times they are easily caught. 
A well-broke riding horse will wait 
on the spot where his master leaves 
him, for any length of time. If 
any grass is near him, he may feed ; 
but if there is none, he will stand 
perfectly still for hours. Many 
horses will not even touch grass 
when under their feet. Every Ice- 
lander, of whatever rank, can shoe 
ahorse. The shoes are plain ; and 
tbt aaik, which are very large, are 
driven firmly through the hoof, and 
eauefully doubled over ; and in this 
^inpie state the shoes remain firm 
tHk completely worn^ or acci Jental* 



ly broken. Travellers alwa3rt carry 
a supply of shoes and natls, wiiefei 
going long journies. For a short 
journey it is customary to pot shoes 
only on the fore feet of the horset. 
When iron is scarce, the horns oi 
sheep are made use of for horse 
shoes. 

"It often happens, when horses 
are heavily laden, especially whia 
they are in low condition, that 
^ their backs are galled. By wsiy 
of preventing this accident, or cur- 
ing any tumour or ruffling of the 
skin, the Icelanders insert one or 
more setuns of horse hair into the 
breasts of the animals. This cruel 
practice, instead of alleviating the 
pain which the' horses suffer from 
their burdens, only serves to add to 
their torments 3 and the Mifictaf 
sores thus produced^ soon become 
very disgusting." 

** When a young horse is thought - 
to promise well, his nostrils ai^ 
slit up, the Icelanders believing, 
that when exercised, or ridden 
hard, this operation will allow hhn 
to breathe more freely, i do not 
suppose that t\\i horses of Iceland 
could run on our roads at the great 
rate at which I have seen them go, 
for any length of time. They arA 
accustomed to scramble slowly 
through the bogs and over rocks, 
and to dart rapidly forward when* 
ever they come to dry and smooth 
ground. In travelling, a man has 
generally two or three horses with 
him, and he changes from one t<» 
another as they become tired.

every way to evefy body, tbattfaey 
are all agreed -in wishing be was 
one ' of the family, and exclafim, 
what a different thing it would have 
been, if their daughter had married 
such a man as th.h ! At this for- 
tunate jhncture, Mrs, FitZ'^Edward 
(Miss Boyce), comes over to join 
her husband, in England, and after 
meeting with soine little jealous 
vexations, owing to the blunders 
of an Irish servant (Johnstone), 
who had wondered at the intimacy 
between his master and his fajr 
cousin, and to the partial perusal 
of a letter which falls into her 
hands, is enabled to make her peace 
with the family in consequence of 
the good bflSces of a generous old 
uncle (Dowton). It is, however, 
not a very cordial one, for they are 
all under a delusion with regard to 
the character of her husband, who 
is supposed to have added to his 
national offences by deserting her. 
Miss Ruth, in the mean time, has 

niad# 
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made actual proposab of marriage 
to-ber aoMUHieiisis^ who id receiving 
them equivocally coutrives to pro- 
cure from her a written testimonial 
of her good opinion ; and thns se- 
cured against aU objection, be 
make his appearance in the final 
scene. The sight of his wife rouses 
M the tenderness and enthusiasm 
of his hearty and raising his head 
and opening his arms with an ef- 
i*iisioD of conjugal love, the enrap* 
Uared antique takes the address to 
lierself, and opens her arms Itke- 
^irise, when to her utter dismay as 
«l¥eli as to the delighted surprise of 
•all present, he rushes by her intA 
^e embrace of her niece. Miss 
^ihith, upon her recovery, starts 
^ftome little difficulty at first upon 
receiving the sad fellow directly 
«into her confidence ; but a little side 
^exjHanfiitkm between her and the 
gentleman, who with a graceful 
- spirit returns the written character 
-she gave him, converts her angiy 
tones into a faltering though com- 
plete testimony to his merits, and 
'the all-conquering Hibernian is 
left, unobstructed and aoknow- 
-ledged, to the enjoyment of bis 
well-earned remunerations. 

Tfiere are no very striking or 
'bold marks of dramatic genius, 
libottt these incidents, nor in- 
deed about the characters or Ian- 
guage of the piece; but it has a 
very decided superiority over the 
general run of modern comedies 
in a certain air of good-breeding 
' which is diffused over it -, there is 
also a great deal of sound sense ex- 
hibited in the formation of the 
characters ; the language, though 
not to be compared with that of 
Mr. Sheridan's comedies in terse- 
ness and pregnancy, is polite and 
appropriate ; and the main featjure 
of the story is an original one. 



The sound ^nse alliMkd to, as ex- 
hibited in the characters, regards 
not only their general management, 
which bears evident proof of a 
right attention to nature, but such 
parts in particular as give the piece 
it*s second title of Modem SerUt" 
ment, — to wit, a libertine full of a 
selfish noH-chalance, who inveigles 
a married woman into an imaginary 
platonism, — the lady who is thus 
inveigled by means of her vanity, 
enlivened perhaps with a little co»« 
scioosness of her comparative youth* 
fulness as a wife,—- and a plaia 
spoken, warm-hearted old gentle- 
man, the uncle above-mentioned, 
who is evidently brought forwaiti 
by way of contrast to the usual 
ridiculous idea of generosity onthe 
stage, and neither gives away hun- 
dreds to every beggar he meets, nor 
chuses to have what he does give 
considered as any thing extraordi-i 
nary. The exercise of a well- 
directed and rational charity he 
justly considers as a duty, the 
omission of which is very wicked, 
while the performance of it is no- 
thing vei*y virtuous : and accord- 
ingly* while he acts up heartily to 
his benevolence, he is rather pained 
and humiliated than otherwise to 
hear himself applauded for so do- 
ing. There is something extreme- 
ly solid, as vjrell as attractive, in 
the idea of this character, and 
highly calculated to raise one's re- 
spect for the mind that formed it. 
The other and principal title,-— 
The Sons of £7'iw,— |>oints out the 
laudable and seasonable intention 
of the fair writer to do away the 
lingering prejudices with regard to 
the character of her countrymen. 
It is well imagined and pursued ; 
and though nothing is really proved 
in favour of a country or a set of 
opinions by setting them off to ad- 
vantage 
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vantage in the person of an accom* 
|»lished hero, since any country or 
set of opinions may be well or ill 
painted on this principle, yet it is 
quite justifiable and proper to over* 
turn gross and unmixed prejudices 
by favourable specimens of wliat 
they condemn ; and while the frank 
and cordial features of Irish cha- 
racter will never want a proper 
appreciation from sensible peo- 
ple, those who condemn without 
having studied them, will find 
Mifiicient answer and refutation 
in the national portraits of Mrs. 
Lefanu. 

With the exception of De Camp, 
urbo with his feeble thick voice and 
iBsigniiicant nianner always makes 
a sorry figure in upper parts, the 
principal characters are justly per- 
formed. The Irish servant is par- 
ticularly well sketched, and in the 
hands of Johnstone it was most 
efiective. The character of Lady 
jinn Lovell is very happily consi- 
dered, and we cannot speak too 
))ighly of the manner -in which it 
was performed by Miss Duncan. 
. Powton and Mrs. Edwin have not 
fufficient scope for the display of 
their ]K>wers» but both most essen- 
tially served the play, and the latter, 
in a sprightly epilogue ridiculing 
. mustachios, fashionable shoe-mak- 
ing, &c. would have reconciled the 
aiMlience to'a piece of much less in- 
trinsic merit. Here she made 
*' assurance double sure!'* and 
. i;ouverted applause to rapture- 
Wrench looked ^ remarkably well, 
and made an insignificant part pro- 
minent aiul entertaining. Wewit- 
zer, as the French Falet, and Mrs. 
Sparks as the scientific old maid, 
were excellent. 

The play has since been per- 
foimed nightly, to full houses, and

LAW CASES, 

INTERESTING TO THB BPOBTIltfi^ 
WORLD. 

C&urt of King's JSmcft, jtjyrii 16. 

Gilbert v. Sir Mark Syket. 

lyfR. Parke moved for a new 
trial in this case, (which wa« 
reported at full in our last Maga- 
zine), on the ground that the ver- 
dict was against not merely the 
weight of evidence, but against all 
the evidence in the cause. It vvas 
an action on a wager. The decla- 
ration stated, that in consideratioa 
of the plaintiff having paid the de- 
fendant one hundred guineas, be 
undertook to give him a guinea a 
day so long as Napoleon Bonaparts 
should live. 

Lord Ellcnborough observed, 
that this was like an annuity on 
Bonaparte's life. 

Mr. Parke replied, that tte 
Learned Judge who tried the cause 
so considered it. 

The facts of the transaction hav- 
ing been stated to the Court, Lord 
Ellenborough said, however they 
might lament that the question 
should come before them, yet at 
present he was not prepared^o say 
it was an illegal wager. Whether 
iq>on further consideration and ar- 
gument, any thing of a political 
character should render it unfit tp 
be supported, the Court, on hearing 
that argument, would decide. At 
present, the verdict was clearly 
against all the evidence, and there 
must be a new trial. — Rule Nish

the last Ayle^ury Assizes, before 
Mr. Justice Heath. It was an ac- 
tion on the statute of Anne, for using 
a greyhound. The facts were, that 
the defendant, a respectable farmer, 
but not qualified to kill game, was 
in company with a Mr. Colding, a 
gentleman abundantly qualified, and 
to whom the dogs belonged ; he 
was seen to beat the bushes, and rode 
after the hare. He was not the 
servant of Mr. Colding, the qualified 
man, but admitted he was with him 
as companion, and for the purpose of 
enjoying the pleasures of the course. 
. At 3ie trial, Mr^ Justice Heath 
was inclined to nonsuit the plaintiff; 
but, on the authority of a case ruled 
by Mr. Justice Lawrence, who held, 
that a person joining in the chase, 
though the dogs belonged to, a qua- 
lified person present, was liable to 
the penalty, he directed the Jury 
to find for the plaintiff, reserving the 
right to the Counsel for the defend- 
ant to move to enter a nonsuit. 

Lord Ellenborough asked, if it 
were agreed that all the world must 
run away from a man coursing, as 
from one infected with the plague ? 
If it had been the case of a servant, he 
should not have had a moment's 
hesitation; for if the law were other- 
wise, there must be an end of all 
hunting, until they could get quali- 
fied whippers-in,&c. — Rule granted. 



BOXING STA&ES. 



Court of Common PleaSf April %i. 
Fletcher v. Jervice. 

An application was made in this 
case for a rule to shew cau.^e why 
the non-suit should not he set 
aside, and* a new trial granted. 

It was an action tried before the 
Chief Baron at the last Summer 
Asisizes for the Home Circuit, Xo 
Jkcover 27I. deposited in the hands 



of the defendant, as a stake* 
bolder. , 

It appeared, that the plaintiff had 
quarrelled with a companion, and 
both being persuaded that they pos- 
sessed in perfection tue science of 
pugilism, threw out a mutual de- 
fiance. The fistic amateurs, find- 
ing the parties well matched, pro« 
moted the challenge, and the com- 
batants agreed to meet at a given 
time. They accordingly depositeri 
261. each, as stakes, in the bands 
oH the defendant, and entered the. 
ring. The bat tie at first was doubtr 
fui, both combatants having aa 
equal share of strength and skill, 
but victory was at last inclined to 
crown the plaintiff's antagonist. 
The plaintiff received a knock- 
down blow, and did not return to 
the set-to within the given time. 
He was nearly done, when his 
wife rushed in, and being anxious 
to win the money, and see her hus- 
band victorious, endeavoured to 
spirit him up. He accordingly re- 
tui'ned oncg more to the ring to 
fight another round, but before the 
contest was decided, the constables • 
came in and dispersed the ring. 

Under those circumstances the 
plaintiff conceived that he was not 
beaten, and demanded his money 
of the stake-holder. The latter 
being backward in the delivery, the 
action was brought, and a nonsuit 
ensued. 

It was contended in support of 
a new trial, that the plaintiff coul(l 
recover his money, because it had 
been staked to perform an illegal 
act. As that act bad not been 
committed, he was entitled by law 
to withdraw it. 

It was stated on the other side, 
that he had fairly lost tlie money. 

The Court lamented that this 
subject should have occupied a 
Court of Law, and under all the 

circum- 
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circnmstances deferred tLeir jndg- 
meut. 



LEICESTER ASSIZES* 

Marriott v. Hall. 

This was an action brought to 
recover 6g\. the price which the 
plaintiff had paid to the defendant 
for a horse warranted sound : It 
•ppeared in evidence^ that by the 
defendant's recom agenda tion the 
plaintiff bad given the liorse some 
physic on the day on which he had 
bought him^ and that two days af- 
lerwards^ when the plaintiff's ser- 
vant took ottt the liorse to exercise, 
lie |>erceived that he was lame ; a 
few days afterwards the plaintiff* 
bimself rode the horse, when be 
perceived him lame ; he kept the 
horse for five weeks, during all 
which time he continued lame, and 
then returned him. The defence 
was that he was not lame^ hut on 
the contrary was at the time of the 
sale, and at the time of the trial, 
perfectly smmd, and that the de-

On the part of the plain- 
tiff' it was also proved that the de- 
fendant had dnce the return of the 
horse sent bim out with the bounds 
by his own servant, and had also 
liMit him to two friends to^have a 
day's bimting with him; there 
were a number of witnesses called 
t)n the part of the defendant to 
prf)ve in the first instance, that the 
lameness at the time of the horse's 
being returned was owing to his 
})cing badly shod, which was un- 
successftdly attempted to be proved 
Mas done whilst in the plaintiff's 
' possession, and a Vcterinaiy Sur- 



geon from London proved that 
the horse at the present time wai 
sound. 

The Jury deliberated a few mi- 
nuteSf and then returned a verdict 
for the plaintiff, damages 6^ th« 
price of the horse. 



GLOVCESTKB ASSIS&f. 
Halt V. Berkeley. 

This was an action of trespass 
brought by Creorge Webb Hall, 
£sq. of Sneed Park, against Colo- 
nel Berkeley, of Berkeley Castle, 
for breaking and entering the plaia- 
#iff's|xirk, on the 28th day of Oc- 
tober last, with his fox- hounds,, 
and a large field of sportsmen. It 
appeared that the defendant bad so 
much forgotten the respect due 
from one gentleman to another, as 
to demand admission without ask- 
ing permission. The gate was 
locked, and on the plaintiff's ser- 
vant refusing to open it, the de- 
fendant without ceremony, ordered 
it to be forced, and entered and 
drew the covers of the plaintiff^ in 
opposition to his will. It appeared 
tbat two of the plaintiff's lamt»» 
had been destroyed } one was fonndr 
drowned in a pool, aiid another 
dead in a shed in the same field. 
The plaintiff gave notice to the de- 
fendant of surveying and appraising 
the damage ^ which he disregard- 
ing, this act ion was brought ; wheo 
after a hearing of six hours before 
a special Jury, a verdict was given 
for the plaintiff' for 28s. being 18s. 
for one lamb, and lOs. for the in- 
jury done to the herbage. 

The Learned Judge said he was 
hound to certify in this case thsit 
the trespass was wiU'ul, which in- 
flicts the whole of the costs of this 
very expensive suit on the^ defend- 
ant.

kills on the spot, but drags it otf 
to eat at leisure. The Weasel'a 
appetite for aaimal food is insatia* 
hie, and never forsakes it -, all the 
proclute of its plunder it conveys 
tp its hiding-place, and will not 
touch it, until it begius to putrify. 
The odour of the Weasel is very 
strong, and is the most offensive 
in Summer time, of wheb irritated 
or pursued. The folUowing inci-> 
dent, jelated by Buffon, shews that 
the Weasel has a natural attach- 
ment to what is corrupt, and even 
delights in the midst of putrid ef- 
fluvia : — " In my neighbourhood! 
a Weasel and three .young ones 
Avere taken from the putrid carcases 
of a wolf, which was bun^ up by 
the hind legs as a terror to others ; 
and in the throat of this animal, 
bad the weasel niade a nest of 
leaves ami herbage for the accom- 
modation of her offspring.' 

'* ^l^otwitbstanding the report of 
of its being so wild when kept in a 
cage, as to be in a continual state 
of agitatipn, and so shy of ^ny 
person approaching to look at it, 
as to hide itself in the wool or hay 
given for its bed, aud of its con • 
stantly refutiing to eat in tbe pre«- 
sence of any one; two instances 
are given by Buffcm, of its being 
tamed (after his having at one titt>c 
asserted the impossibility of bring- 
ing the Weasel into any degree 
of subjection) : one whs a lady, 
who tried the experiment upon a 
young Weasel taken in her garden, 
which soon learned to recognise 
and lick the band from whicb it re«- 
ceived its food, and became as fa- 
miliar aud frolicksome as a dog or 
a squirrel; for the firsttwoorthrc« 
days it was fed with warm milk, of 
which it was very foi^, and after- 
wards with veal, beef, or mutton."

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ACCOUNT OF THESCOTCH jGAME 
OF CURLING. 



][Bxtractedfroin a Description of the Game, 
written by a Member of the Dudding- 
"* fttone Curling Society, &c. near Edin- 
burgh.] 

■ fi 

nPHE Game of Curling may justly 
, be regarded as one of the na- 
tional amuiements of Scotland. It 
is practised in the winter during 
the time of frost, aud. consists in 
sdiding stones along tbe ice to a 
particular mark. It has some re- 
semblance to fbe games of bowls 
^nd billiards. 

Tbe stones employed in it are 
^lade from blocks of yvbinstone, 
or granite, of a close texture, free 
from cracks, and capable of taking 
a fine polish. They ^re found in 
the beds of rivers, and on tl|e sea- 
shorer^ $ometime$ not fa^* removed 
from tl^fi shape which they are af- 
terwards to assume. They are of 
a spherical form, flattened above 
and below, so that their breadth 
may be nearly equal to twice their 
thickness. The upper and under 
surfaces are made parallel to one 
another, and tl|e angles of both 
artt rounded off. The under sur- 
face, or sole, as it is cal}ed, is po- 
lished as nicely as possible, that the 
stone may move easily along. 
Sometimes the ^ole is hollowed out 
in the middle, and sometimes it is 
made a little cqnvex; but that 
>vhich is perfectly level |s unques- 
tionably the best. In many parts 
pf the country there are always a 
|pw fflissbapen blocks employed in 



the game. These, when well placed 
by the vigorous arms of those who 
take the lead, can with difficulty 
be removed. At Duddingston, how-* 
ever, none are admitted into the 
game, but such us are of a spheric 
aal form, and pi'operly made. Wheor 
thus prepared, a handle is inserted 
into the upper surface, generally 
of iron, sometimes of wood, and 
sometimes also of wood, screwed 
ipto an iron standard fixed in tha 
stone. They are from 30 to 60 lbs. 
avoirdupois weight, according to 
the strength of the person who 
uses them. 

The rink* is that portion of the 
ice which is allotted for conduct- 
iiig the game. The chief thing to 
be attended to in cb using a rink, is, 
that the ice be level, smooth, and 
free from cracks, particularly such 
. as are in a longitudinal or oblique 
direction. If it be not level, tha 
stones naturally deviate from their 
proper course, and jthe game be* 
comes in a great measure a game 
of chance. The place for the rink 
being chosen, a mark is made at 
each end, called a tee, toesee, or 
i^itter. It is a snjall hole made in 
the ice, round which two circles of 
different diameters are drawn, that 
the relative distances of the stones 
from the t^e may be calculated at 
sight, as actual measurement is not 
permitted till the playi))g at each 
end l>e finished. These oircles, in 
the technical language of the gsime, 
are called the broughs, A score is 
then drawn across the rink, at each 
end, distant from the tee about a 
sixth part of the length of the rink. 
This is called the hogscore, and 
those stones which do not pass 
that line are, as it were, distancedj 
and thrown aside as useless. It is 
frequently made waving, to distin*

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gaisfa it from any accidental scratch. 
The length of the rink varies from 
thirty to fifty yards, according to 
the hUensity of the frost, and the 
smoothness of the ice. The breadth- 
is about ten or twelve feet When 
the ice is covered with snow it must 
be dear^d to that extent, and also 
ten or twelve feet beyond the tee> 
at each end, that those stones, which 
Hire Impelled with too much force, 
iDay have room to get fair enough 
Bbt to he of any use. 

Fbrmerly, that the jslayers might 
be able to stand firm, whfen they 
threw the stones, they used to We^r 
4*rampltB, which are flat pieces of* 
iron. With f6ur sharp pikes below. 
They are botind to the sole of the 
aboe with a strap and buckle. But 
as ihe use of crampits is now very 
Hiuch laid aside, a longitudinal hol- 
low is made to support the foot, 
close by the tee, and at right angles, 
with a Hne drawn from the one end 
of tlm rink to the other. ■ This is 
dialled a hctek, or hatch. Its situa- 
tion is sUch, that, when discharg- 
ing his stone, the player lifts it up, 
and itiakes it pass over the tee. 

There are generally sixteen^ tones 
on a rink, each party having eight. 
At Doddingston, and in the neigh- 
lioiifhood of Edinburgh, each player 
tises two stones, so^ that ther^ are 
ieight players on each rink, four 
agahist four. But in ^most other 
parts of the coutitry, where curl- 
ing is practised, eurlerft have only 
one stone a -piece; in which cas« 
there are sixteen on a rink, feight 
Kgainst eight. There niay be one 
or more rinks, accordihg to the 
nnmbers of cutlers. In sdme great 
inatches, in which different pavishesr 
oontvnd with one another, no les^ 
tlian six rinks have been engaged 
«t ence. «The g^me tnay also b^ 
conducted by one person against 
another, by two aigafost two, or 



three against threes each using 6n^ 
6r more stones, as it may be agreed 
upon. 

H^ who is reckoned the best 
curler, has generally the power of 
arranging the order of the game; 
and whoever is laSt in order gives, 
directions to all the rest of bia 
party. He is called the drwer, 
and the first the lead. The origin 
of which appellations is sufficiently 
obvious. 

It is necessary, too, that each 
curler be provided With a broom, iu 
order to sweep away any thing on 
the ice that may impede the pro- 
gress of the stonfc. 

At first, the gam^ is remarkably 
simple. The lead endeaVt>urs ia 
hy his stone as near the tee as pos- 
sible. If it be a little short of it, 
upon the middle of the rink, it ia 
reckoned to be fully better laid than 
if it touteed it. The object of 
the next in order is nearly the same 
as that of the lead. When he at- 
tempts to strike away the stone of 
his antagonist, if he miss his aim^ 
bis stone will pass by, and be com- 
pletely hsel^s^. But if he filacer 
his stone near the' tee, vnthont 
thinding that df bis antagonist, i€ 
has a cbance of remaining tberey 
and gaining a shot to his party. 
The object of tht he«t iii order li 
to guard the itont 6f his partn^r^ 
Jf it be near the tee, or to strike 
off that of his antagbni^t, if it 6^ 
nearer. The one vfho follows, if 
a stone belonging to his own party 
be nearest the ted, attempts id 
gnard it; if one of iht opposltoi 
party, io strike if off, or to mai<^ 
(bt stone re^f ks near th^ tee id 
pGf^ibl<^, if h6 stone be ii6ar tU6 
fee. 

As the geidke adtraiices if Becoin^ 
always more intricate^. SometiiAetf 
the stone nearest the tee, which is 
etlM iStkt wthntr, is so guarded 

that 
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|%a( tliere is no possibility of get- 
ting at it directly. It then be- 
comes necessary, in order to get it 
femovedy to Strike another stone 
lying at the side, in an oblique dl- 
i%ction. iPbis is one of the nicest 
parts of the game. Bnt when the 
ivinner cannot be re&<rheJ, even in 
this way, the last in order bat one 
or two must then endeavour to re- 
move the opposing stones> by 
striking them with great force. If 
eaeh curler use two stones, the dri- 
ver may clear the ice with his first 
stone, in order to get at the winner 
with his last. Seddetimes the 
stones are situated in ^\ith a criti- 
cal manner, that the driver, to 
avoid the risk of losing any shots 
which his party may have gained, 
throw:s away his Stone without at- 
tempting any thing. 

When the stones on l>oth sides 
have been all played, the one nearest 
the tee counts one; and if the 
second, third, fourth, fkc. belong 
io {he same side, all these count so 
inany shots ; thirty-one of which, 
for each side, is the number usn- 
&iiy played for. 

From many concurring circum- 
stances (which the author here 
enumerates), there is a very strong 
probability, that the ^ame of cur- 
ling was introduced into this coun- 
tiy by the Flemings, in the fif- 
teenth, or about the beginning of 
the sixteenth century. "It is well 
known, that in the reigns of Henry 
V. and VI. of England, and James 
I. of Scotland, many ^i them 
came over to this country, and set- 
tlfed as mechanics and manufactu- 
rers in our tbWns and villages, 
^hich had been mueh depopulated 
duriri^ the destructive wars betv^ixt 
the two kingdoms. Then, how- 
ever, it tiust have been in a very 
{iuperiect state^ and probably hm 



a nearer resemblance to the game 
of quoits. 

Curling is said to have b^n car* 
ried into Ireland by the Scottish 
colonies who were planted there, 
so early as the r^igii of >FMpi^. oi 
England. In that country, how- 
ever, it seems now to be completely 
unknown. It has r^ade its appear- 
ance in some of tl^e hortherit 
counties of England; and, within 
these few years, has even found its 
Way tb the capital of the British 
empire. There, the first essay was 
made upon tbe New River; buj: 
tbfe crowd of spectators, attracted 
by such a novel spectacle, becoming 
very great, the ice threatened to 
give way, and the curlers were with 
reluctance compelled to desist. 
Whether it has again been attempt- 
ed, and with what success, we 
have not been able to learn. It 
has not been confined within the 
boundaries of Europe ; it has beea 
carried over the Atlantic, and esta^ 
btished in the frozen regions of 
North America. This information 
\^as cohimnnicated by a gentleman 
who was himself engaged in curl- 
ing at Quebec. There, on account 
of the length and severity of the 
winter, it bids fair to attain a de- 
gree of celebrity unexampled iii 
the niild^r climate of Scotland. 

Pennant, in his Tour in Scot- 
land, in 1792, thus describes the 
gafne. — '* Of all the sports of 
these parts, that of curling is a 
favourite, and one unknown in 
England. It is an amusement of 
the winter, and played on the ice, 
by sliding from one mark to ano- 
ther great stones of 46lb8. to 70lbs. 
weight, of an hemispherical form, 
with an iron or wooden handle at 
top.

ARGUMENT ON THE GAME 
LAW& 

CMtH qfXing't Beaek^ jfyril 39. 

The King v. Eamahaw* 

'T^K was a conviction of Magis-* 
trates m the county of iDur- 
ham, under the GameLaws, whereby 
tbe d^ndant was adjudged to pay 
4k certain penalty, pursuant ^ th^ 
otfa of Anne, for using dogs called 
Xiurcbar9 to kill ganejr m to kill 



hares, he not being duly qualified 
according to that Statute. 

It. was proved before the Ma- 
gistrates, that the defendant waa 
out with certain dogs, of the de-* 
scription abovenanied, and being 
with such dogs out hunting, dia 
kill several hares, whereupon he 
was convicted as afoi'esaid. 

This day it came on to be argued 
by Writ of Certiorari, whether tho 
defendant ought to be convicted. 

The objectiond taken to the 
conviction were three. First, that 
the defendant was in the company^ 
of a person qualified to bant, whose 
dogs were hunting, and chat beihgp 
therefore to be consiiclered but ao 
in the quality of an attendant, he 
was not comprehended witliin the 
meaning of the Act. Secondly, 
that the conviction did not nega<^ 
tive the £act of the defendant be- 
ing qualiHed; and thirdly, that 
the information did not comprise 
the ofience according to the foi'ma 
prescribed by the statute. 

Of these objections, the second , 
only was considered by the Cotirt 
fit to be discussed, their opinion go- 
ing in favour of the defeiklant upoa 
the other two. 

In sUpport of this objection it 
was contended, that the onus lay 
upon the defendant to shew that 
he was qualified ; that is,,that he 
was in possession, either in bis 
own right, or in right of bis wife, 
of lands of a certain value, or of 
property to a c^tain amount, in 
obedience to the ^said statute, and 
that not having so shewn, he wa« 
rightly convicted. 

In reply, it waa-raaintained, that 
the infoimation did not charge the 
negative of that circumstance, ac«> 
cording to the leftter and spirit oi 
tix^ Act of Anne, and of this opi- 
nion was the Court, wherefore the 
informatian was quashed.

Cope had much the best 
of the round, although he had got 
some smart appearances of right- 
handed body blows, A trial of 
Strength took place for the fall^ 
and Cope had another advantage 
in throwing his maD> although he 
fell with biro. 

This round was worth some 
modern battles, and the Willow* 
Walk menagerie never produced 
two buffers with appetite more 
gluttonous for devouring. Tbe se- 
cond round was also most obstinate*, 
ly contested, an^l &ome smart, heavy 
hits were exchanged, until the 
mouths of the combatants werQ 
gasping for breath, and they again 
stood and hit until they had not a, 
hit left, and both irregularly went 
down. In the rally in this rounfl» 
Cope received a heavy left-handed

He, however, had the best of the

T Have hitherto been prevented 
from laying before the public a 
plain and simple statement of facts, 
'which must convince every unpre- 
judiced mind of my entire inno- 
cence of the heavy charges pre- 
ferred against me by an infamous 
self-convicted offender, on the trial 
.of Dawson, for poisoning the race- 
horses, which took place at the 
late Cambridge Assizes. 

Most anxious, indeed, have I 
felt to get this statement prepared 
and substantiated. I am well 
aware of the effects which Bishop's 
evidence, in which my name was 
involved, has necessarily produced 
to my injury; but the absence of 
some of the persons whose affidavits 
were essential to my exoneration, 
has rendered a delay of some con- 
tinuance unavoidable, and in the 
mean time 1 have heen suffering 
«nder the most poignant sensa- 
tions;— sensations scarcely ren- 
dered tolerable even by the con- 
yciousness of innocence. 

My name has been dragged 
tlirough almost every newspaper in 
the kingdom, as a participator in 
a deed which from my soul I 
abhor; — in which I take Almighty 
God to witness I had no part, ei- 
ther actively, or by the most remote 
connivance: — to which I had no 
privity, and therefore could give no 
consent ; by which, as I shall after- 
wards shew, I could have gained 
nothing likely to induce to so dan- 
gerous and abominable an enter- 
prize, and relative to the perpe- 
trators of which, I had scarcely 
any knowledge, — with whom, there- 
fore, I had certainly no acquaint* 
|nce^ much less concert. 



And here, before entering apou 
the circumstantial detail of facts^ 
which will fully prove that these 
are not merely declamatory asser- 
tions, but are capable of being com- 
pletely substantiated, may 1 not be 
permitted to complain of the cruel- 
ty that I have experienced, in be- 
ing held up to general execration^ 
on grounds of so light and vague a 
nature, that they would not justify 
even a common convei^ational re-* 
port to the injury of any man i on 
which then, surely, no one con- 
nected with the newspaper press 
ought to have involved my name ia 
a publication destined to go abroad 
to the whole kingdom, in a way 
calculated to inflict on me an irre^* 
mediable injury ? 

Yes, too surely I feel that the 
injury I have sustained must, to a 
certain extent, be irremediable: — . 
for into how many hands has my 
accusation gone, into which I can- 
not hope to put my defence. Be-' 
sides, how many are there in the 
world, who believe in a charge of 
guilt with avidity ; but how few 
are they who have the candour to 
accept and acknowledge the proofs 
of innocence I I have already been 
marked down as a guilty man:— 
this is a decision which the pre- 
judiced and malevolent will not 
feel inclined to alter; which the 
indolent will not take the trouhle 
to revise; and which the uninterest- 
ed multitude will accept just as it 
is laid before them. Yet I do hope^ 
that this statement will not plead 
in vain with those, to whose good 
or had opinion I am most feelingly 
alive.

my kqowledge of Daiv^on W9S of 
the most general description ; ami 
his accomplice. Bishop, I never 
saw but once in my lift*. Since 
Dawson's Imprisonment, he called 
on me with a message from that 
person, imploring my charity, and 
bleading his destitute situation. 
I dismissed him with a pound-note, ' 
and this message — ** Tell Mr. 
Dawson, that I can* never again 
listen to his wants, until he ha^ 
cleared himself from the charge 
that is made against him.*' 

Is this a message from one con* 
spirator to another, to be sent 
through the medium of a pai*tuer 
in the crime ? But in addition to 
the testimony in my favour thu^ 
afforded, I have shewn that Bishop*^ . 
evidence, taking it even as unim- 
peachable, does not involve me in 
the guilt with which I have beea 
charged. He, although concerned 
in the conspiracy, to which I am 
supposed to have belonged, caii 
state nothing against me of his 
own knowledge. The extent of 
his testimony is, that Dawson told 
him this — and Dawson told him 
that. He do^s not, howerer, add» 
that Dawson ever said I was con-* 
cerned in the transaction, but only 
that " / was laifing on bets thick.** 
I shall prove, that so far froinlay* 
ing on bets thick, my risk on tba 
race was of the most trifiing na« 
ture ; and I shall also disprove tho 
evidence of Bishop as to facts, in 
some important instances. Hav'« 
ing done this, I shall trust to the 
good sense and justice of my read- 
ers, to aHmit that my character 
is vindicated. Surely I am not 
to be condemned in the absence 
of all, proof of guilt, and in con« 
tradiction to the probability of in« 
nocence.

!Eccleston won, Fshould have won 
195gs. This is the exact state* 
jnent of my bets, as mv book left 
with Mr. Smith, Clerk of the Sub- 
scription-Betting-Room, at Tat- 
tersall's, for the inspection of the 
public, will prove. The bets marked 
in itaiics were declared off, having 
been called to cover, which I did 
not choose to do j and ray bets 
upon Perouette stood, which I 
determined upon, although I might 
have declared them oflf, by calling 
to cover, which the parties could 
wot have done, as they were not at 
Newmarket, «nd by which I k>st 
a25{j[s. 



Now, had I been in the secret 
of the crime Dawson and Bishop 
were to commit, is it likely that I 
should have exposed myself to the 
certain loss of one hundred and twen- 
ty^ Hve guineas ; with the chance of 
losing one hundred and fifty gui- 
neas more had Oriana won ? But 
above all,— and this is whati wouH 
press on the common sense and 
candour of the public,-— had I been 
engaged in so detestable and dan- 
gerous a conspiracy, would I have 
contented myself with so small a 
stake on the Claret race as is con- 
stituted by the whole of my bets 
put together } Men do not under- 
take such enterprises without 
powerful motives J— but I would 
ask what motive could I have had* 
to plot the poisoning of the horses,^ 
vi^hen the result of the race, which- 
ever way it might be, was to me a 
matter of so very trivial an import? 
Nay, before I can be supposed 
guilty, I must be deemed not mere- 
ly to have acted: without a motive, 
but to have acted against the na-' 
tural motives Which induce to 

sucU 
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€uch proceediDgSy — for it appears 
by my bets tbat^I backed Peroitette 
aud itbe Dandy ; the horses whichy 
according to Bishop's testimony, I 
knew were to bo poisoned ! 

I hedged-ofF against Peroaette 
and the Dandy, because it suited 
my bettingy . as is proTed by my 
statement^ which in itself wa» a 
Bufficient reason foi' so doing ; but 
I was at the »ame time furtb>Rr in- 
fluenced to hedge-off and back 
Crispin, because I Jeaint at Tatter- 
sale's that the gentleman to whom 
Crispin belonged bad backed his 
horse, and that he had betted 
against Ferquette to a considerable 
amount. Tbis corroborated Daw- 
son's opinion, who had frequently 
told me he was certain Crispin 
^oiild be either first or second, for 
be knew him to be a better horse 
than he was thought to be ; that 
be ha(]| been kept back to make 
bim low in the public estimation, 
to prevent his being a favourite. 

There is another circumstance 
which I may fairly put to the con- 
sideration of the public. Had I 
been a partaker of a conspiracy of 
so much importance, does it not 
appear probable, at least, that I 
would have prepared myself to 
make all possible profit by the ne- 
farious scheme, by disposing of the 
securities which I am known to 
possess, selling my pictures, my 
carriage, — nay, even my bed, if 
necessary } 

Besides, it is proved by the affi- 
ifavit of Mr. Montague, that I ac- 
tually had three hundred pounds in 
iBank of England notes in my 
pocket, when I went to the race. 
It therefore appears clear, that 
when called upon to cover my bets 
against Perouette, I might have 
clone it if I had pleased,^— and of 
cQurse, had I been in the feul secret, 
i would so have dpne. 



In the report it is stated, tbsiC 
Bishop swore to his being informed 
by Dawson, " a match at horses- 
whipping" took place, in conse« 
queuce of my failing to cover. 
This is totally false j — it is an en- 
tire fabrication either of Bishop*t 
own getting up, or of Dawson's, 
intended, like the rest of the story^ 
to impose upon Bishop. This 
falsehood, which all who were on 
the ground mast know to be one, 
materially supports ibe supposi- 
tion I before ventured, namely,—* 
that my name was only used bif 
Dawson to deceive Bishop, He is 
obliged to give the latter some rea- 
son for not paying him the gains 
he expected, and he states, for tbis 
purpose, a horsewhipping that ne« 
ver took place ) in consequence of 
which, he says, (tJide the report) 
8 or pool, of my bets was declared 
oflf, whereas I have proved that 
nothing like this sum was by me- 
betted. 

In addition to these numerous 
and glaring inconsistencies, I must 
request the reader to observe, that 
the whole of my bets against Pe- 
rouette did not amount to the win-^ 
ning of one fifth of the sum whick 
Bishop, in his written confession, 
says Dawson and he were to share : 
—viz. 5001. each. 

It is also of importance to my 
vindication to be noted, that the 
affidavit of Mr. Montague, sub- 
joined to tbis address, conipletely 
contradicts in another particular 
the information which Bishop 
states himself to have received from 
Dawson. It is stated in the report, 
as a part of the testimony of the 
accomplice, that I accompanied 
the prisoner (Dawson) to New- 
market. The affidavit proves that 
Mr. Montague, and no other per- 
son, proceeded with me from Lon- 
don to Harlow r I then wsnt tdoiMi 
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to "Newtoirket, anrt r ettirned j^I'one 
to UmHow^ where I took up the 
^ytlenif u fliveaily mentioned^ and 
came back to London. 

Sni'h are tlie evident falsehoods^ 
contradictions^ and absurdities of the 
hear-say story sworn to by Bishop, 
on the authority of which I have 
been condenihed as a participator 
in guilt of the foulest description. 
What may havfe been the motives 
inducing Bishop to introduce my 
name into his evidence^ if be did 
not receive the information he 
vtates from Davrson, or wbat may 
kave influenced the latter to give 
litm that inforhiation, knowing it 
%>be false^ it is im|)Ossible for me 
diecisively to explain. I have al- 
ready mentioned it as probable that 
Daw8on*s object might be to ini- 
]^se upon his wretched and in- 
famous toDl ; but this id merely a 
ttiatter of opinion, on which every 
CRte will fudge for himself. 

It is, 1 observe, stated by the re- 
porter (Mr. Kent) thut he has 
perused the confession .made by 
Bishop before the Magistrate, 
wtifcb cbnfessiion has irot yet been 
iDad« pnbllc.

nnUE mountains of Switzerland 
are in many places covered, 
with enormous accumulations of 
snow^ and this snoiv hangs over 
linfathoraable abyses, wbich often 
prove the grave of incautious tra- 
vellers. Sometimes these stupen- 
dous masses elevate themselves to 
the clouds, ^nd as they have no 
other basis to support them than a 
shelving ridge of rock, that runs 
on to a point, the slightest im- 
pulse sets them in motion j suddenly 
they move forward^ precipitate 
themselves with the noise of thun- 
der, and overwhelm men and cattle 
beyond all possibility of escape. 

In order to aftbrd some security 
figaiust the dangers to which tra- 
vellers are exposed in these wild 
and trackless regions, inns have 
been erected, where the bewildered 
wanderer uiay find some refresh- 
ment, and a temporary place of re- 
jfuge. 

In these inns^ it is usual to train 
^p large dogs to traverse the steep 
and rugged foot-paths. These 



dogs commonly carry, iiastened to 
their necks by an iron cbjain, small 
bottles filled with spirits, which 
they reach to the traveller, whom 
they find lying exhausted with fa- 
tigue in the snow, after which they 
conduct him to the inn destined for 
his rece(ftion. 

As one of these dogs ,was taking 
his usual rounds, he found a boy, 
about six yeai*s old, whose mother, 
had fallen into the snowy abyss, 
and was lost to him for ever.

The present from 
Prince Hossein Ali Mirza consist- 
ed of a very long train ofj^^large 
trays placed on men's heads, on 
which were shawls, stuffs of all 
sorts, pearls, &c. ; then many trays 
filled with sugar, and sweetmeats ; 
after that many mules laden with 
fruit, &c. &c. &c. The next pre- 
sent was from Mahomed Ali Khan> 
' prince of Hamadan, the eldest born 
of the King's sons, but who had 
been ileprived by his father of the 
succession, because the Georgian 
slave who bore him was of an ex- 
traction less noble than that of the 
mothers of the younger Princes. 
His present accorded with the cha- 
racter which ts assigned to himj 
it consisted of pistols and spears, a 
string of one hundred camels, and 
as many mules. After this came 
the present from the Prince of 
Yezd, another of the King's sons, 
which consisted of shawls and the 
silken stud's, the manufacture of 
his own town. Then followed that 
of the Prince of Mesched; and last 
of all, and the most valuable, was 
that from Hajee Mohamed Hossein 
Khan, Ameeii-ed-Doulah. It con- 
sisted of fifty mules, each covered 
with a fine Cashmire shawl, and 
each carrying a load of one thou-^ 
eend iomauns.

At this moment, 
the Envoy retired, happy to escape 
the noise and smoke of the fire- 
works, which were to close the 
entertainment. 

" Next day the King held the 
races, at which also the Envoy 
was desired to be present. From 
the Casvin gate, at which we left 
the city (Teheran), we proceeded 
about half a mile to a fine even 
part of the country, where a tent 
was pitched for the King. All bis 
new raised troops were arranged 
on the right and in front of it. On 
the left, facing the tent, we^tood 
in a line, near the Ministers. Di- 
rectly opposite his Majesty were 
eight of his sons, richly dressed In 
velvet and gold-brocade coats, all 
glitteiing with gpld and jewels. 
One of these carried by bis side his 
father's bow and his quiver thickly 
set with precious stones. Thie 



Master of the Ceremonies, in the 
field, was a young Persian, who 
carried an ornamented and gilded 
spear. One or two of the Princes 
were mounted on white horses, the 
legs, belly, and lower parts of the 
buttock of which were dyed a rich 
orange colour, terminated at the 
top by littleflowers. The Persiaus 
much admire this species of dis- 
figurement, nor in the East is their 
taste singular. At about fifty paces 
distance from the Princes, stood 
the King's band of music with a 
tsoop of looties and their monkeys. 
The state elephants were on the 
ground, on the largest of which 
the King, seated in a very elegant 
howdar, rode forth from the city. 
^* When he alighted he was sa- 
luted by a discharge of zomfcooreA*; 
the salute indeed is always fired 
when the King alights from his 
horse, or mounts. In one of the 
courts of the palace at Shiraz we 
had previously noticed this artil- 
lery. The zomboorek is a small 
gun mounted on the back of a ca- 
mel. The conductor from bis seat 
behind guides the animal by along 
bridle, and loads and fires the little 
cannon without difficulty. He 
wears a coat of orange-colonred 
cloth, and a cap with a brass fronts 
and his camel carries a triangular 
green and red flag. Of these there 
were one hundred on the fields 
and when their salute was fired 
they retreated in a body behind the 
King's tent, where the camels were 
made to kneel dovra. Collectively 
they make a fine military appear- 
ance. This species of armament is 
common to many -Asiatic states, 
yet the effect at best is very trifling. 
The Persians, however, place great 
confidence in their exiecution ; and 
Mirza Sheffeea, in speaking of 
them to the Envoy^ said« ' These 
are what the Rinsians dreiul.*

The King v.Wite. 

The defendant, in this case, who 
is a Lieutenant in the Navy, was 
called on to receive the judgment 
of the Court, having allowed judg- 
ment to go against bim by default, 
on an information, charging him 
with having endeavoured to pro- 
voke Andrew Hawse Bradley, Esq. 
a Magistrate of the county of Kent, 
to fight a duel. — It appeared that 
the defendant, supposing his nfo- 
ther to have been treated with dis- 
respect by the prosecotor, in his ca- 
pacity of a Magistrate, contrived 
to meet him, on the same day,' on **' 
his own grounds, and, holding a 
stick i over his head, desired him to 
ctsisiderthat as a horse-whip, >n« - 

forming 
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forming h\m, at the same time; if 
he did not take the notice a gentle- 
man ought of that act, be would 
post him as a coward. An affida- 
vit was filed for the defendant, ex- 
pressing sorrow for the oftence he 
liad fallen into in the moment of 
irritation, " imder the impression 
that his mother had been ill-treated, 
and from a feeling of his duty in 
protecting her. 

Mr. Garrow said, if half as much 
iiad been said by the defendant to 
the prosecutor in private, the de- 
fendant should not have been 
brought up from Kent for judg- 
ment. 

Lord Ellenborough observed, this 
was but a symbolical horse-whip- 
ping. It put him in mind of an 
occasion where one person having 
desired another to consider himself 
as having been pulled by the nose 
by the person who was addressing 
bim, the other answered, *' And 
do yoM, in return, consider yourself 
fts having been run through the 
body." To mark, however, the 
sense the Court entertained of the 
respect due to Magistrates, it would 
be but proper that the defendant 
should pay the costs in this case, 
which was the only punishment, 
entering, as the Court did, into his 
motives, which they were disposed 
to inflict on him. — ^The defendant's 
own recognizance was accordingly 
taken that he should come up for 
judgment when called on, thereby 
giving him an opportunity to set 
bimself right with the prosecutor.

The de- 
fendant conceived himself bound 
by his hasty o^r, in horiour,if not 
in law : and that no action at law 
inight be brought ifof the payment 
of tfefe wager, he had offered to re- 
fer thfe matter of honour to any 
two neighbours of the parties, 
whom they sfhonld severally name.

2. Vernon, JO, the Court of Chan- 
cery granted an injunction to stay 
proceedings at law, for forcibly 
taking from the defendant money 
which be had won from the plain- 
tiff at play, though in his answer 
be denied all the circumstances of 
fraud, charged in the Bill : and the 
Chancellor cited the case of 61 r C. 
Bishop 1^. Sir T. Staples, which

His Lordship 
conid not consider this as an in- 
noxious bet ; and with some-doiibt 
a» to carrying ihe law of wager to 
the extent of the opinion of Mr. 
Justice Buller, he thought the pre- 
ient ought to be annulled on ac- 
count of its misebfevous tendency. 
He could not say the verdict for the 
Jlelendant was proper, on the 
ground that the bet was not deli<< 
Lerately entered into; the accep- 
tance of the one buadred guineas, 
ftnd the long payment of the guinea

per day, had ])recladed tbc defen« 
daut from entering into that tjues- 
tion. In this case> not only had 
the parties no interest in the wager, 
but it was the interest of the pub-» 
lie to restrain such speculations 
and acquisitions of interest Look- 
ing into all the circumstances of 
the conversation upon which this 
contract was foundedj^ and the 
contract itself, his Lordshifi 
thought the rule for a new trial 
ought to be discharged. 

Mr. Justice Grose could not say 
the action would not lie, having 
given a deliberate opinion in the 
case of Good v, Elliott, which he 
was not now |H'epared to contra- 
dict. He was against the present 
wager, on accoimt of its mtachiev- 
ons tendency; but be thought 
much of .the argument adduced., 
would go against all insurances fot 
livei. 

Mr. Justice Le Slant concurred. 
The violent death of a public cha- 
racter was the supposition whick 
founded the wager. 

Mr. Justice Bavley said, that one 
inconvenience of these questions 
was, that they occupied the valu- 
able time of the Court, who, he 
thought, ought to postpone their 
consideration till they had nothing 
else to do. ' The wager could not 
be maintained, on account of its 
improper tendency. The irritation 
of foreign potentates, at finding^ 
their lives made the subject of wa- 
gers, was n6 small national consi-* 
deration ; and if one wager were 
allowed, why might not the most 
enormous sums become suspended 
npon the fate of one Bxan.— JRu^ 
discharged,

*pH£ Commander in Chief judges 
it expedient to transmit to you, 
i^ith the enclosed documents^a few 
observations on the salutary effects, 
with which it is reasonable to hope, 
that an occasional recurrence to 
the powers, with which you are 
thereby vested, will be attended; 
amongst which the most obvious 
advantage IS that of limiting the 
operation of Regimental Courts* 
Martial, strictly to the purposes 
for which they are designed by the 
Legislature, viz. for inquiring Into 
such disputes and criminal matters 
as may come before them, and for 
inflicting corporal or other punish- 
ments for small oilences ; and in 
order to prevent the possibility. of 
any misunderstanding on this im- 
portant |>oint, it is bis Royal High- 
nesses command, that on no pre* 
tence whatever, shall the awltrd of a 
i-egimental Court Martial hereafter 
exceed.

The timely interference of the offi-» 
cer, his personal intercourse and 
acquaintance with his men, (which 
are sure to be repaid by the soldiers* 
confidence and attachment),, and 
above all, his personal example^ are 
the only efficacious means of pre-i 
venting military oflences ; and the 
Commander in Chief has no hesita« 
tion in declaring, that the main- 
tenance of strict discipline, with- - 
out severity of punishment, and 
the support and encouragement of 
an ardent and military spirit in a 
corps without licentiousness, are 
the criterions by which his Royal 
Highness will l>e very much guided 
in forming his opinion of •the v 
talents, abilities, and merit of the . 
Officers to whom the conimand of 
the different regiments and corps 
of the army are conftded.

Siftf^I have received the Cyonr- 

jaaador 
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Iti Jii idiw in Chief's commaiKkto ap- 
prize you^ that bis Royal Hi^h-» 
fiess the PriocelElegent bas deemed 
it expedient to revert to the cits* 
toniy beretofore in use, of intrust* 
iug totke Colonel orO)inm9nding 
Officer of each regioienty a warrant 
empowering hitn to bold in the re* 
gimeut iimler his command, and 
composed exclusively of the Offi- 
cers belonging to it. General 
Courts Martial, for the investiga- 
tion and pnnisbmeot of offences, 
•tvhich, though they do not fall un- 
der the description of small oftencetu 
■and consequently of offences cog- 
nizable by a Regimental Colirt 
Martial, are not, however, from 
their nature, of sufficient gravity 
or importance, to ret^uire the inves- 
tigatioD of a General Court Mar- 
tial, composed oi Officers of other 
corps. 

This document is herewith trans- 
mitted to you, and bis Royal High- 
ness the Prince Regent, in the 
name and on the behalf of his Ma- 
jesty, directs that yon shall, in ex- 
ercising the power it contains, 
strictly adhere to the following in- 
structions : — 

1st. That it shall never be ap- 
plied to the case of any Commis- 
aiooed Officer. 

2d. That it shall not be applied 
even to the cases of Non-eominis- 
.«ioned Officers, or private soldiers, 
which, by the present practice, are 
referred to the General Officer 
-commanding in the district, or on 
the station. 

3d. Yon are to understand, that 
this warrant is intended merely to 
apply to the more serious cases, 
which at present are usually brought 
before Regimental Courts Martial, 
but which, from their nature, or 
£hDm the aggraviltion of the cir- 
cumstances attendinf^ them, may 
jHBem to call for a more severe pu*

award. 

4th. You will observe that, hf 
the warrant, it is left optional witli 
you to be yourself President ot 
these General Regimental Courts i 
Martial, or to appoint s^me Field 
Officer of the Regiment to that 
duty, and that the proceedings, i( 
the Regiment is in Great Britaiii 
or Ireland, are to be transmitted 
through the General Officer com- 
manding the Brigade, to the Gene- 
ral commanding in the District, 
and that the setitences awarded by 
them are in no case to be carried 
into execution, till they receive 
his sanction and confirmation. If 
the regiment is on Foreign sei-vice^ 
the sentences are to be aj)proved 
by the General Officer on the 
spot, or by the General com- 
manding on the station, accord- 
ing to the orders, virbich you may 
from time to tune receive oik 
this head. In all cases, the origi- 
nal proceedings of the General 
Regimental Courts Martial are to 
be transmitted to his Majesty's 
Judge Advocate General. 

Lastly. You will observe, that 
the J8tfa and 21st sections of the 
Mutiny Act authorise General 
Courts Martial, ^consisting of nine 
members, including the President, 
beinj^ held for the trial of non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers, 
ih cases where there is a diffi- 
culty or inconvenience to the ser* 
vice in assembling more members, 
provided the punishment awarded 
does not extend to the loss of life 
or limb, or transportation ; and his 
Royal Highness the Ifrince Re- 
gent approves of Courts so con- 
stituted, being resorted to in all 
cases which fall under the spirit 
i^nd meaning of the Act.

Our leavned author now pnaeeeJt

To extirpate, the disorder altoge- 
ther, may be impossible j but with 
care and attention, it. certainly^ 
may (like tbe small- }>ox), be ren- 
dered more gentle, and less fataL

While we 
were occupied in beholding this 
extraordinary sight, our attention 
was suddenly called off to one 
of th^m, who was stamping in a 
distatit part of tbe mosque, with 
one of file irdns between his teeth. 
This was taken from him by the 
Superior ; and the man falling into 
apparent convulsions, was caught 
by an attendant, and placed upon 
the floor, with his face to the 
earth. Some of tbe rest then 
jtnnped about, stabbing themselves 
in di^rent' parts of their bodies. 

A noise of loud sobbing and la- 
mentatioa was now heard in a lat- 
ticed gallery above, where we were 
told women were stationed, who 
doubtless, being completely duped 
by the artifices which had been 
practised, were sufficiently alarmed.

de-main, and demanded payment, 
'^— While this took place, it was 
highly amusing to see all the fire- 
eaters, and the dagger-bearers, re- 
cover at once from their fainting 
and convulsions, and walk about, 
talking with each other in perfect 
ease and indifference. 

If what has been here stated is 
not enough to prove the contempt- 
ible im|)osture practised upon these 
occasions^ a circumstance that oc- 
curred afterwards will put the mat- 
ter beyond all doubt. 

A Swiss gentleman, acting as 
goldsmith and jeweller to the 
Grand Signior, invited us, with a ' 
large party of Englishmen, to dine 
at his house in Constantinoph?« 
When dinner was ended, one of the 
Howling Dervishes, the most re- 
nowned for miraculous powers, was 
brought in, to amuse the company 
as a common conjurer. Taking 
his seat. on a divan at the upper 
end of the room, he practised all 
the tricks we had seen at the 
mosque, with the exception of the 
hot irons, for which he confessed 
he was not pre}>ared. He affected 
to stab himself, in the eyes and 
cheeks, with large poignanis ; but, 
upon examination, we soon disco- 
vered that the blades of the wea« 
pons were admitted by springs into 
their handles, like those used upoa 
the stage in our theatres^ A trick 
which he practised with extraordi- 
nary skill and address, was that of 
drawing a sabre across his naked 
body, after having caused the skin 
of the abdomen to lapse over it. 

As soon as his exhibition ended, 
w^ were told by our host that the 
Dervish should now bear testimony 
to a miracle on <nir part ; and, ai 
he had no conception of the man* 
ner in which it was brou^t about, 
k was probably never afterwards 
forgotten by him. A large electri- 

r2 cal 
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cal apparatus stood within an ad- 
joining apartment ; the conductors 
ironi whichfpas'iingiuto the room^ 
as common bell-'wires, bad been 
contiiiued along the seat occupied 
by the Dervish, reaching the whole 
length of the div^n. As soon as be 
began to take breath, and repose 
himself from the fatigue of bis 
tricks, a shock from the electrical 
xnachine was communicated, that 
made him leap higher than ever be 
bad done for the name of Moham- 
med. Seeing no person near, and 
every individual of th^ company 
affecting the utmost trancpiillity 
and unconcern^ he was perfectly 
panic-struck. Ashamed, howeve^r, 
tb^t.an inspired priest, and one of 
the guardians of the miracles of 
Jslamism, should betray causeless 
alarm, he ventured once more to 
resume his seat; whence, as he 
sat trembling, a second sboc|;L sent 
him fairly out of the house 5 nov 
could any persuasion of ours, ac« 
companicd by a promise of ex* 
plaining the source of his appre- 
hension, prevail upon him to re- 
turn, even for the payment which 
"V^as due to him.

¥N our Magazine for March last, 
we inserted an accoiiut of the 
trial of Che ybove nei^orious cha- 
racter for poison ii»g the Eagle 
Colt^ the property of Sir Frank 
Standish^ at Newmarket Craven 
Meeting, 1811: he had then the 
good fortune to espape punishment 
through an error in laying the in- 
dictment i hut, as then stated, he 
was .detained to answer other 
charges of a similar diabolical de- 
seriptioo at the next County As- 
sizes, and, pnrsuant thereto, he was 
again arraigned at the Cambridge 
Assizes on the 22d instant, before 
the Hon. Mr. Justice Heath j 
liord Stawell, Mr. Noi they, and 
many other sporting gentlemen, 
being seated on the Bencb with the 
learned Judge. 

The prisoner was indicted under 
the Act, g Geo. I. c. 2^« commonly 
called the Black Act, for felon i*r 
oQsly, wilfully, and maliciously in- 
fusing white arsenic into a water- 
ing trough belonging to Mr. Ste- 
vens, training-groom at Newmar- 
ket, on the 10th of July, IBOg, 
and therehy poisoning a mare, 
value 201. the property of Mr. 
Adams, of Royston. There were 
three other counts in the indict- 
ment, varying the form. He wa$ 
also arraigned on a second indictr 
ment charging him with poisoning 
% brood mare, value 20U the pro- 
perty of Mr. Nor they, on the 10th 
of July also; A third inilictment 
charged him with poisoning ^ 
horse, value lOOOl. the property of 
Sir P. Standish, at Newmarket, 
ip 1811, by unlawfully, wilfully, 
i^d maliciously procuring one Ce- 



cil Bishop, by promise of money 
and division of bets, to infu&e poi^ 
sot^ into the troughs occupied by 
Mr. B. Prince : And the fourth 
and last indictment was for poison- 
ing Pirouette, the property of Lord 
Foley, in I8n, 

The prisoner on being called on, 
pleaded Not Guilty to the several 
indictments. The Juiy were then 
sworn, and he was arraigned on 
the first charge, namely, that of 
poisoning Mr. Adams's mare^ 

The case having been opened 
by Mr. Stork, Mr. Serjeant Selloa 
stated the circumstances to the 
Jury, as they afterwards appeared 
on the evidence of the various 
witnesses. It was^ he said, in tha 
July Meeting, 1810, that this of^ 
fence was committed. Mr. Ste- 
vens, a training-groom at New^ 
market, was the person in whose 
care the horse, the subject of this 
indictm«nt> was intrusted, as welt 
as others of difterent value. The 
training grooms have their respec- 
tive troughs, and it was generally 
known that an alarm had been 
raised in conseijuence of horses 
having been poisoned, and particu- 
lar persons^were si^spected. These 
troughs are kept covered^ but noi 
so closely as to prevent ^he intro? 
duction of a straw or a syringe. 
Amongst the horses \yatered on the 
Monday moruipg, the Meeting 
commenced, was Wood well head, 
a great favourite, tiyo mares of 
Mr. Nprthey's, one of Sir C. Bun- 
bui7's, and Mr. A(hims's hackney. 
After returning from wate^^ the 
horses heads yreve tied up as usual, 
for dressing, aiid on giving them 
corn the animals refused it. Some 
recovered after many painful strug- 
gles, hut two died, one of which 
was Mr. Adams*s hackney, and 
the other a brood mare, belonging 
to Mr. Northey, and the circum- 

V u stapce^ 
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stances which would be proved in 
evidence, woiikl leave do doobt in 
any reasonable mind, as to the 
cause of their deaths. Woodwell- 
head bad engageinents to perform, 
the first of which was on the said 
Monday, the 10th of July. 

The first witness called was Mr. 
Adams, of Royston, who proved, 
that he left his niare in the care 
Mr. Stevens, a training groom, 
at Newmarket. He went to the 
stables on Monday morning, the 
lOth of July, and found the ani- 
6ial down in the stall, in apparent 
great agony, and she died on the 
same morning. 

Jones, assistant groom to Mr. 
Stevens, in July, I8O9, stated, 
that he had sixteen or seventeen in 
his employ ^t diflerent periods. 
Witness recollected having Mr. 
Adams's hackney under his care 
in July, 18(09, »nd he was in the 
habit of sending the horses under 
Mr. Stevens*s care to water, and 
sometimes attended them. Mr. 
Adams*s hackney was in good 
health' on Sunday evening, the 9th, 
and was rocfe to water out of a; 
trough, by Richard Clark, a boy:— 
Witness saw the mare at dye 
o'clock on IMfonday morning, the 
lOth, al^q before she went to the 
trongh, and she was then in good 
health ; saw the mare again, be- 
twixt eight and nine o'clock oti 
Monday morning, iti the stable, 
when she was rojling about in 
great agbny. She perspired a good 
deaf, and had a kind of dizziness, 
and a violent purging. After con- 
tinuing in this ^tate about half an 
hour, she died. There were seven 
other horses in Mr. Stevens's sta- 
bles, viz. two of Mr. Northey*s, 
Mr. Adams's, Sir C. Banbury's 
Agnes, WoodweMhead, amd Fair 
BUen ; they were all very violently 
affected, but they aU recovered, ex- 



ceptingtwo. Wood wellhead was 
to run the lallowing Wednesday. 

Mr. J<>seph Goodwin, a veteri- 
nary surgeon, was called on to look 
at the horses in Mr. Stevens's sta- 
bles, on the ev^ing of the IQth of 
July : saw the mare, the subject of 
this indictment, which was dead, 
before his arrival. The mare was, 
opened under the inspection of 
witness, qjid there was a geaera} 
inflammation round the tntestines* 
Witness bad opened horses which 
bad died of a ceminon inHanmia- 
tion, and in the present case, ac- 
cording to his experience, appear-* 
ances were diffefent. IVom the 
report which had spread respecting 
other horses, witness waa iodvcect 
to examine the body more parti* 
cularly, and he found the stomach 
almost in a state of gangrene, an4 
the cause of death apjieared the 
same in both horses. He had no 
doubt their deaths were caused hy 
poison. 

Thos. Payne, .a servant, proved 
having filled a bottle with water, 
which he took out of the troagfa 
where the horses had drank, ami 
he delivered it to Lord 9tav^etl, 
who stated, that he delivemd the 
said bottle to Mr. FuHel", a medi« 
cal gentleman. 

Mr. Henry Peter Fuller, a gen- 
tleman of extensive practice ia 
Piccadilly, stated, that be received 
a bottle from Lord StawaU, the 
contents of which he analysed. On 
applying a test, witness was qait«? 
satisfied it contained arsenic. 

To prove the guilty knowledge 
of the prlsooer, the first witness 
called was Sarah Tillbrook, the 
wife of a carpentefat Newn^arket. 
She stated that she ktiew Dawson, 
who bad lodged at her house. She 
tecollected him arriving at New- 
market, in the Spring Meeting, of

Bishop was ordered to be dis-^ 
^barged^ which was forthwith done. 
DawwHi behaved with a sullen 
and impudent levity during the 
trial, and he frequently abused the 
Witnesses whilst . giving their testi- 
mony, loud enough to be heard 
throughout the Court. Whilst the 
J^ury were considering their verdict, 
fae was abusing Mrs. Tillbrook, who 
8tood near him, with horrid impre- 
cations, ill becoming his unhappy 
situation, and at other timed be 
^^as nodding at and saluting with 
liis hand different persons in Court. 
The verdict of GKiilty had not the 
slightest effect on him, and his ge- 
neral conduct was altogether de- 
praved. On his return to the Cas- 
tle, his conduct, at times, bordered 
on insanity, and he appears too illi- 
terate to feel a consciousness of 
^vrong, although he has confessed 
his giitlt'to the fullest extent. He 
has not as yet given up any of his 
accomplices, but many are sus- 
pected. Dawson states his disre- 
gard of death, and declares the 
.only inconvenience he can feel in 
leaving this world, is parting from 
his Wife^ whom he represents as 
having been ill-used by him, and 
for whom he has a desire only to 
live, to cherish and to atone for his 
misconduct. His execution is ap- 
pointed to take place on Saturday, 
the 8th of August.

Mr. Burrowes stated the case on

Mr. Justice Fletcher charged at 
much length, recapitulating the 
evidence, and commenting upon ita 
tendency with great {ot<^ and do* 
qucnce. In alluding to the suffer- 
ings of Mr. Berry *s family^ his 
Ivordship discovered great fceffng, 
but he cautioned the Jury not te 
allow them^lves to be carried away 
by any sense they might have of 
principles of abstract justice. To 
the <rhafTacter and conduct of Mn. 
Harris he adverted with pointed 
severity. He said he had an o|j- 
portunity of knowing many cases 
in which this gentleman was con- 
cerned while he was at the bar, 
and it was a lamentable thing in« 
deed, that he had stMJ power to in- 
flict \listrcss and calamity on so- 
ciety. His Lordship aHuded to 
the flippancy with which^ ia favour 
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•F tbe prisoner, be ackDOwkdged 
himself to have been a Roman 
Catholic Clergyman, though he 
was told he subjected himself to a 
serious penalty ; and the " indecent 
levity" with which he gave testi* 
mony to bear on the other side, *'ob* 
servi{)g at one time that the lady 
might be twenty, twenty-five, fifty, 
or a hundred years of age, for what 
be knew." 

The Jury instantly pronounced a 
verdict of Guilty, without leaving 
the box. The prisoner was taken 
out of Court in the arras of the un- 
der gaoler, being still in a condition 
of debility so as not to be able to 
move a limb!!!

DESCRIPTION OF THE 

SERAGLIO OF THE GRAND 
SIGNIOR. 



From Clarke's Travels, Tart a. 

■pVERY one is curious to know 
what exists within recesses 
which havelon*g been closed against 
the intrusion of Christians. la 
Tain does the eye, roaming from 
the towers of Galata, Pcra, and 
Constantinople, attempt to pene- 
trate the thick gloom of cypresses 
and domes, which distinguishes th* 
most beautiful part of Constanti- 
nople. Imagination magnifies 
things unknown : and when, iu 
addition to the curiosity always 
excited by mystery, the reflection 
is suggested, that antient Byzan- 
tium occupied the site of the Sul- 
tan's palace, a thirst of inquiry is 
proportionably augmented. I pro- 
mise to conduct my readers not 
only within tht» retirement of the 
Seraglio, but into the Charan it- 
self, and the most secluded haunt» 
of the Turkish sovereign. Would, 
only I could also promise a degree 
of satisfaction, in this respect,,,, 
adequate to theii' desire of informa- 
tion ! 

It so happened, that the garden- 
er of the Grand Signior, during 
our residence in Constantinople^, 
was a German. This person used 
to mix with the society in Pera^ 
And often joined in the Evening; 
parties given ;Uy the different fa- 
reign ministers. In this manner 
we became acquainted with him % 
and were invited to his apartments 
within the walls of the Seraglio, 
close to the gates of the Scdtan'a 
garden. We were accompanied^ 
during our first visit, by bis inti- 
mate friend, the secretary and 
cka{)laiu of the Swedish mission ^ 

wbo^ 
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Viho, bat a sliort time before, bad 
succeeded in obtaining a sigbt of 
tbe four principal Sultanas and tbe 
Sultan Motbefy in consequence of 
his frequent visits to tbe gardener. 
Tbey were sitting together one 
moruing, wben the cries of the 
black eunuchs, opening tbe door of 
ttie Cbarem, which communicated 
with tbe Seraglio gardens, an* 
nouBced that these ladies were go- 
ing to take the air. In order to 
do this, it was necessary to pass 
tbe gates adjoining tbe gardener's 
lodge ; where an arabai, (a cover- 
ed waggon upon four wheels, with 
latticed windows at the sides, 
formed to conceal those who are 
within; almost the only species of 
carriage in use among tbe Turks), 
was stationed to receive them, in 
which it was usual for them to 
drive round tbe walks of the Se- 
raglio, within the walls of the pa- 
lace. Upon those occasions, the 
black eunuchs examine 9very part 
of tbe gai'den, and run before the 
women, calling out to all fiersons 
to avoid approaching or beholding 
them, under pain of death. The 
gardener, and his friend tbe Swetle, 
instantly closed all tbe shutters, 
and locked the doors. The black 
eimuchs, arriving soon after, and 
Ending tbe lodge shut, supjiosed 
tbe gardener to be absent. Pre- 
sently followed tbe Sultan Mother, 
with the four principal Sultanas, 
who were in high glee, rom|}ing 
and laughing with each other. A 
small. scullery window, of th^ gar- 
deners lodge, looked directly to- 
wards tbe gate, through which 
these ladies were to pass ^ and wa$ 
separated from it only by a few 
yards. Here, ' through two small 
gimlet boles, bored for the pur- 
pose, tbey beheld very distinctly 
the features of tbe w:omen,. wbon% 
tfxey d^Kribed as possessing extras- 



ordinary beauty. Three of tbe 
four were Geoi^ians, having dark 
complexions and very long dark 
hair ; but the fourth was remark* 
ably fair; and her hair, also of 
singular length and thickness, was 
of a flaxen colour : i>either were 
their teeth dyed black, as those of 
Turkish women generally are.— • 
Tbe Swedish gentleman said, be 
was almost sui% they suspected 
they were seen, from the address 
they manifested, in displaying their 
charms, and in loitering at the gate*. 
This gave him and his friend no 
small degree of terror; as they 
would have paid for their curiositf 
with their lives, if any such sus* 
pic ion had entered tbe minds of 
the black eunuchs. He described 
their dresses as rich beyond all 
that can be imagined. XfOng 
spangled robes, open in front, with: 
pantaloons embroidered in gold 
and silver, and covered by a pro^ 
fusion of pearls and precious stonety 
displayed their persons to great 
advantage ; but were so beavy^ aa 
actually to eneumber their motioA^ 
and almost to impede their wsMk'^ 
ing. Their hair bung in loose and 
very thick tresses, on each side 
their cheeks; falling quite dow» 
to tbe waist, and covering their 
shoidders behind. Those tresses 
were quite powdered with dia« 
monds, not displayed according 
to any studied arrangement, but 
as if carelessly scattered, by band- 
fuls, among their flowing locks. 
On tbe top of their beadd, and ra- 
ther leaning to one side, they wore, 
each of them, a small circular 
patch or diadem. Their faces, 
necks, and even their breasts, were 
quite exposed ;: not one of them 
having any veil. 

The German gardener, who bad 
daily access to different parts of 
the Seraglio^ offered to conduct us 

not^ 
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not only over the gardens, hut pro- 
mised^ if we would come singly, 
vluring the season of the Ramadan, 
tvhen the guards, being up all 
DTght, WQuld be stupi^ed during 
the day with sleep and intoxication, 
to undertake the gi-eater risk of 
shewing us the interior of the 
Char em, or apartments of the wo- 
men ; that is to say, of that part 
of it which they inhabit daring the 
summer; for they were still in 
their winter chambers. We readily 
atcepted his offer : I only solicited 
the further indulgence of being ac- 
companied by a French artist of 
the name of Preaux, whose extra- 
ordinary promptitude in design 
would enable him to bring away 
sketches of any thing we might 
find interesting, either in the Cha« 
rem, or gardens of the Seraglio. 
The apprehensions of Monsieur 
Preaux were, however, so great, 
that it was with the greatest dtfli« 
cnlty I could prevail upon him to 
venture into the Seraglio 5 and he 
«fterwaiils either lost, or secreted, 
the only drawings which his fears 
would allow him to make while be 
was there. 

We left Pera, in a gondola, 
about seven o*clock in the morning; 
embarking at Topbana, and steer- 
ing towards that gate of the Se- 
raglio which faces the Bosporus on 
the south-eastern side. Where the 
entrance to the Seraglio gardens 
and the gardener's lotige are si- 
tuated. A Bostanghy, as a sort 
of porter, is usually seated, with 
Lis attendants, within the portal, 
Upon entering the Seraglio, the 
spectator is struck by a wild and 
confused assemblage of great and 
interesting objects: among the 
£rst of these are, enormous cy-* 
presses, massive and lofty masonry, 
neglected aqd broken sarcophagi, 
bigh rising monnds^ and a long 



gloomy avenue, leading from tbe 
gdtes of the garden between th« 
double walls of the Seraglio. This 
gate is the same by which the Sul- 
tanas came out for the airing before 
alluded to; and the gardener's 
lodge is on the right band of it. 
The avenue extending from it, to- 
wards the west, offers a broad and 
beautiful, although solitary, walk, 
to a very considerable extent, shot 
in by high walls on both sides. 
Directly opposite this entrance of 
the Seraglio is a very lofty mound^ 
or bank, covered by large trees, 
and traversed by terraces, over 
which, on the top, are walls with 
turrets. On the right band, after 
entering, are the large wooden 
folding doors of the Grand Sig- 
nior's gardens j and near them lie 
many fragments of antient marbles, 
appropriated to the vilest purposes ; 
among others, a sarcophagus of one 
block of marble, covered with si 
simple, though unmeaning bas- 
relief. Entering the gardens by 
the folding doors, a pleasing coup 
dcdl of trellis work and covered 
walks is displayed, more after tbe 
taste of Holland than that of any 
other country. Various and very •

Bryant v, Windsor. 

This was an action to recover 
the value of a horse, amounting to 
g5\. under the following circum- 
btances : 

Tbe plaintiff, who is not a dealer 
in horses, but a private gentleman, 
sold the horse in question to the 
defendant, and warranted him 
sound wind and limb. But it was 
agreed between them that he should 
have three days after deliveiy to 
Say whether he approved of hira 
or not. The bargain was struck 
on these terms, and the horse was 
delivered. On the third day he 
returned him to the plaintiff, say- 
ing that the horse was unsound. 
The plaintiff* examined the horse, 
observed both his knees broken, 
and consequently he refused to take 
him back, and now brought hh ac- 
tion. 

Several witnesses were examined 
oh both sides, but it appeared that 
the defendant having gone to High- 
gate to a dinner party, on his 
return home, rather fresh, threw 
down the horse and broke his knees. 

On hearing this fact, the learn- 
ed Judge directed that the Jury 
should find for the plaintiff to the 
full amount, whereby the defendant 
is now saddled with the horse.

*TT would be impossible, we ap- 
prebend^ to select an ornament 
more appropriate to our Sporting 
Miscellany, tban tbe Portrait of a 
Gentleman wbo has been distin- 
guisbed for nearly balf a century, 
as one of the cbief amatenrs^ and 
patrons of tbe race«horse ^ and wbo 
|8 at present, after a fulness of years 
and^f unwearied attention to our 
noble national sport, senior Stew- 
ard of tbe Jockey Club at New- 
market, having acted is that post.

wards of forty, years. 

To those who ^o not know Sir 
Charles Bunbury personally, aU 
though, perhaps, few men of rank 
are so universally known, it may 
be necessary to observe, that the 
-annexed portrait of bim was drawa 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds, wben Sir 
Charles Bunbury was in bis twea« 
ty-«igbth year. Tbe likeness was 
judged correct 5 a judgment which 
is yet confirmed by the lineaments 
of the original countenance, after 
the revolution of so many seasons. 

Tbe family of Bunbury, origi- 
nally of Bunbury and Stanney, ia 
tbe County-Palatine of Cbester, 
possessed also estate3 at Milden-

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where the sul^ect .of the present 
BAemoir, Sir Tuomas Charles Bun- 
bury^ was born in the year 174O. 
He succeeded to the title and es- 
tates in 17^9 his father, the Rev. 
Sir William Bunbury, Bart, some 
time fellow of Catharine Hall, 
Cambridge, dying in that year. 

Sir Thomas Charles Bunbury, 
Bart, was educated at Westminster, 
and at Catharine Hall, Cambridge. 
Whilst absent on the continent, 
he was elected a Knight of the 
Shire for the county ui Suffolk, 
to serve in the first Parliament of 
his present Majesty, and has since 
Continued to represent the same 
county in nine successive Parlia- 
liaments, with the exception of 
one, subse(^uent to the dissolution 
in 1784. 

In 1733,. he accepted the ap- 
pointment of Secretary to the Em- 
bassy at Paris, in which he was 
succeeited by David Hume, Esq. 
the celebrated historiaiv Sir 
Charles H'as next appoi^ited Secre- 
tcu'y to Ireland, during the Govern- 
xnent of Lord Weymouth, after- 
Wards Marquis of Bath. Sir 
Charles Banliiiry is a member of 
the Literary Club, estarblished by 
Dr. Joii-nsmi, and- was ont of the 
bearers of the pall at the funeral 
of that eminent scholar. 

With respect to polUfcai pi'in- 
ciples. Sir Charles Bunbury has 
always bee» firumbered^ with the 
Whigs, and was the political, as 
well as (he personal friend of Mr. 
Fox : but the uniform tenor of his 
public conduct, has proved him- 
thoroughly independent of all party 
connection, voting more iisual^ly 
on the side of oppoeition, but oc- 
casionally with the noinister oi the 
dary, in the firm belief of the pre- 
sent writer, as his conscience has 
dr^tated. As a meinher of Parli^y- 
WAVfi as well as in private lile^ be 



has always professed, and invari' 
aily proved himself a friend to the 
friendless and the poor; among 
the many instances of whriclT,- wc 
select thr following : — He assisMd 
Mr, Howard, the celebrated phi- 
lanthropist, in improving the state 
of our prisons, and was, with thai 
gentleman, appointed by Farntf* 
ment a supervisor of the petiiten- 
tiary houses. In concert with Bir. 
Stanley, Sir Charles Bunbary pro* 
])osed the law for increasing tlie 
allowance tb debtors, from four- 
pence per day to sixpence \ and hie 
also brought the bill into Parlia- 
ment, which passed into a law« to 
exempt the labouring poor ^om 
statute duty, or working on the 
roads without pay. In fine, the 
very name of Bunbury, on our long 
experience, implies every thing 
that is good-natured and cbari^ 
able; its possessor is the warm 
friend of the poor and the deserv- 
ing, and the enemy of no one. 

The political career of this gen- 
tleman taking, in point of time, 
the precedence of his sporting, we 
have observed the same rnle in oar 
memoir, although the latter subject- 
be more peculiarly our own. His 
well-known predilection for that 
paragon of all brute animals, thb 
H0R8B, a passion which has been 
conspicuous in the breasts of heroes, 
princes, and the greatest men of 
-every age, and of the most ci¥iliz«l 
nations, commenced so early in him, 
that it may be £airly deemed a natii* 
ral propensity: and his characteris- 
tic feeling has essentially and most 
asefully served and pvomoted the 
comforts of that animal. Sir 
Charles- Bunbury was early in 
the adoption of a new and more 
leaient,. consequently less injurious 
method of training the race^faorse, 
by curtailing the length of their 
.» wearing gallojiSf as well as «f

eoatntn, and using his hi- 
finence to render short races fa- 
abionable, as not only less distress- 
ing to the horse^ but really more 
productive of gratification to the 
sportsmen, who, in a short race, 
bave every thing in full view, an 
advantage, which cannot be ob- 
tained in a long race; the far 
greater part of «uch being within 
the vi^w, and contributing to the 
|>leas|ire, of the jockies only. 

He also has done all in bis power, 
by advice and example, to prevent 
the ill treatment of horses in the 
stable, during their exercise, and 
in the race, by which so many are 
rendered vieiqus or restive. His 
grooms and jockey boys are orders 
cd, upon no account, to whip or 
strike a horse ; even in the race, 
lie forbids his rider the use of the 
whip, allowing him only in case 
of a hard contest, the moderate 
use of the epur-— convinced that, 
although by gentle spurring, the 
horse may be excited to greater 
exertion; on the other hand, he 
iPviU, by the savage and too cbm*- 
mon mode of wounding his sides, 
be rather retarded, and in his suf- 
ferings naturally inclined to turn 
upon his oppressor, and even to 
bite the leg that inflicts the injury. 
Upon^ the turf. Sir Charles Bun- 
bury has long exhibited that pro- 
fessional knowledge and acuteness, 
an equal portion of which he would 
have evinced in any other avoca* 
tion, whereon he had chosen to 
bestow the same pains. His 
plan has ever been in direct 
contradistinction to thos^, which 
involve desperate and profligate 
risks; it has, as we apprehend, 
been originally established with 
as much prudent circumspection 
as could be supposed compati- 
ble with the nature of such a 
project I 4nd has since been con- 



ducted with so judicious an eco- 
nomy, as to leave an annual ba* 
lance of pleasure, unalloyed by 
considerable losses, or the galling 
vexation of disappointment. To 
the pleasures of the race. Sir Cbas. 
fiunbury's first object aa a real 
amateur, he joins the legitimate 
profits of breeding the race-horse; 
a branch of rural economics of 
high national consequence, which 
has improved the breed of theEng* 
lisb horse, of every denomination, 
to a standard of excellence and va» 
hie, far above that of any other' 
country. Sir Charles has always / 
ranked among our first-rate breed- 
ers, and has bred and possessed his 
share of the highest formed racers 
which have appeared upon the turf, 
from Bella rio and Highflyer of 
former days, to Sorcerer, one of the 
highest bred, and most famous of 
the present.

smd tlie politeness he practises is 
well worthy of imitation. Drun- 
kenness and gaming, the genuine 
.oftspring of selfishness, are un* 
known among thenk. If a stran- 
ger enter one of their tents, they 
alt rise, give him the place of Imi- 
noui'j and never sit until their guest 
U aocommodated. They cannot 
endure seeing a person spit, because 
it is deemed a mark af contempt : 
ibor the same reason it is an oflence 
to blow the nose in their presence* 
Tbey detest the Turks, because 
they consider them as usurpers of 
their country* Tbe curious super- 
stition of dreading the injurious 
consequences of a look, from an. 
evil, or au envious eye, is not pecu- 
liar to the Arabs. The Turks, 
ami many other nations, the High- 
landers of Scotland, and the people 
of Cornwall, entertain the same 
notion. But the Arabs even e)t- 
tend it to their cattle, whom tliey 
believe liable to this fascination. 
Tbe Antients, according to Virgil, 
entertained a similar fantasy. To 
relate all tbat may be said concern- 
ing their other customs, particular- 
ly of the delight they take in horse- 
manship, and of the estimation 
wherein high-bred horses are held

/^UR next and prior.ipal object 
was the examination of tbe 
Charem ; and, as tbe undertaking 
was attended witb danger, we first 
took care to see tbat tbe garden 
was cleared of Bostangbies, and 
other attendants ; as our curiosity, 
if detected, would, beyond all 
doubt, bave cost us our lives upon 
the spot. A catastrophe of this 
nature has been already related by 
JLe Bruyn. 

Having inspected every alley and 
comer of tbe garden, we advanced, 
balf-breatbless, and on tip-toe, to 
the great wooden door of tbe 
passage which leads to tbe inner 
court of this mysterious edifice. 
We succeeded in foicing this open 5 
but the noise of its grating binges, 
amidst tbe profound silence of the 
place, went to our very hearts. 
We then entered a small quadran- 
gle, exactly resembling tbat of 
Queen*s College, Cambridge, filled 
witb weeds. It was divided into 
two parts, one raised above the 
other; the principal side of tbe 
court containing an open cloister, 
supported by small white marble 
columns. Every thing appeared 
in a neglected state. The women 
only reside here during summer. 
Their winter apartments may be 
compared to the late Bastile of 
France ; and the decoration of 
these apartments is even inferior 
to that which I shall presently de- 
scribe. From this cpurt, forcing 
open a small window near the 
ground, we climbed into the build- 
ing, and alighted upon a long range 
of wooden beds, or couches, cover- 
^l by mats, prepared for the recep-

tion of a hundred slaves : these 
reached the whole extent of a very 
long corridor. Fromhence, pass- 
ing some narrow passages, tbe 
floors of which were also matted, 
we came to a staircase leading to 
tbe upper apartments. Of such 
irregular and confused architecture, 
it is difficult to give any adequate ' 
description. We pas«ed from tbe 
lower dormitory of tbe^ slaves to ' 
another above: this was divided 
into two tiers; so that one half 
of tbe numerous attendants it was 
designed to accommodate slept 
over the other, upon a sort of shelf 
or scafibid near the ceiling. From 
this second corridor we entered 
into a third, a long matted passage : 
on tbe left of this were small apart- 
ments for slaves of higher rank ; 
and upon tbe right, a series of 
rooms looking towards the sea. 
By continuing along this corridor, 
we at last entered the great Charri" 
her of Audience, in which tha 
Sultan Mother receives visits of 
ceremony from the Sultanas, and 
other distinguished ladies of the 
Charem; Nothing can be ima- 
gined better suited to theatrical - 
representation than this chamber; 
and I regret tbe loss of tbe very 
accurate drawing which I caused 
MonsieurtPreairx to complete upon 
tbe spot. It is exactly sucb an 
apartment as the best painters of 
scenic decoration woulo have se^ 
lected, to afford a striking idea of 
tbe pomp, tbe seclusion^ and the 
magnificence, of tbe Ottoman" 
court. The stage is best suited 
fpr its representation j and there- 
fore the reader is requested to haye 
tbe stage in his imagination while 
it is described. It was surrounded 
witb enormous mirrors, tbe costly 
donations of Jnfidel Kipgs, as they 
are styled by the present possessors. 
These mirrow the women of the 

p. d Seraglia 
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Seraglio sometimes brestk in their 
frolics,* At the upper end is the 
throne, a sort of a cage^ in which 
the Sultana sits, surrounded by 
latticed blinds 5 for even here ker 
person is held too sacred to be ex- 
posed to the conunon ooservation . 
of slaves and females of the Charem. 
A lofty flight of broad steps, cover- 
ed vtrith crimson cloth, leads to this 
cage, as to a throne. Imme- 
diately in front of it are two bur- 
nished chairs of state, covered 
with crimson velvet and gold, one 
on each side the entrance. To 
the right and the left of the throne, 
and upon a level with it, are the 
sleeping apartments of the Sultan 
JVIother^ and her principal females 
in waiting. The external windows 
of the throne are all latticed : on 
one side they look towards the sea, 
and on the other into the cjuadran- 
gle of the Cbarcm; the chamber 
itself occupying the whole breadth 
of the building, on the side of the 
quadrangle into which it looks. 
The area below the latticed throne, 
or the front of the stage (to follow 
the idea before proposed), is set 
apart for attendants, for the danc- 
ers, for actors, music, refresh- 
ments, and whatsoever is brought 
into the Charem for the amuse- 
ment of the court. This place is 
covered with Persian mats ; but 
these are removed when the Sul- 
tana is here, and the richest carpets 
substituted in their place. 

Beyond the great Chamber of 
Audience is the Assembly Room of 



the Sultan, when he is in the Gha* 
rem. Here we observed the mag- 
nificent lustre before mentioned. 
The Sultan sometimes visits this 
chamber during the winter, to hear 
music, and to amuse himself with 
his favourites. It is surrounded by 
mirrors. The other ornaments 
display that strange mixture of 
magnificence and wretchedness, 
which characterize all the state- 
chambers of Turkish grandees. 
Leaving the Assembly Room by 
the same door through which we 
entered, and continuing along the 
passage, as before, which runs 
parallel to the sea-shore, we at 
length reached, what might be 
termed the Sanctum Sanctorum of 
this Paphian temple, the Baths o( 
the Sultan Mother and tlie four 
principal Sultanas. These are 
small, but very elegant, constructed 
of white marble, and lighted by 
ground glass above. At.the upp^ 
end is a raised sudatory and bath 
for the Sultan Mother, concealed 
by lattice-work from the rest of 
the apartment. Fountains play 
constantly into the floor of this 
bath, from all its sides ; and every 
degree of refined luxury has been 
added to the work, which a people, 
of all others best versed in the 
ceremonies of the bath, have been 
capable of inventing or requiring. 

Leaving the bath, and returning 
along the passage by which we 
came, we entered what is called the 
Chamber of Repose, Nothing need 
be said of it, except that it com- • 



* The mischief done in this way, by th^ Grand Signior's women, is 
so great, that some of the most costly articles of furniture are removed, 
when they come from their vyinter apartments to this palace. Among 
the number, was the large coloured lustre given by the Earl of £lgin: 
this was only suspend^^ during their absenee; and even then by a com- 
mon rope. \ye saw it in thisstate. The offending ladies, when detected, 
are whipped by the bla^k eunuchs, whom it is their chief amusement to 
t'lude and to ridicule. 

mand» 
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ihAnds tbe finest view any where 
aftbrded from this point of the 
Sei*agIio. It forms a part of the 
building well known to strangers, 
from the circums^tances of its being 
supported, towards the sea, by 
twelve columns of that beautiful 
ftnd rare breccia, the viride Lace- 
dctmonium of Pliny, called by Ita- 
lians II verde antico. These co- 
lumns are of the finest quality ever 
seen 3 and ekch of them consists of 
oiie entire stone. The two interior 
pillars are of gi-een Egyptian 
breccia, more beautiful than any 
specimen of the kind existing. 

We nOw proceeded to that part 
bf the Charem which looks into 
the Seraglio garden, and entered a 
larger apartment, called Chahed 
Yierizy, or, as the French would 
express it, Salle de 'promenade. 
Here the other ladies of the Charem 
entertain themselves, by hearing 
and seeing comedies, farcical re* 
presentations, dances, and music. 
We found it in the state of an old 
lumber-room. Large dusty pier- 
glasses, in heavy gilded frames, 
tieglected and broken, stood^ like 
the Vicar of Wakefield's family 
picture, leaning against the Wall, 
the whole length of one side of the 
room. Old furniture j shabby 
bureaus of the worst English work, 
made of oak, walnut, or mahogany 3 
inlaid broken cabinets; scattered 
fragments of chandeliers ^ scraps 
.of paper, silk rags, and empty con- 
fectionary boxes; were the only 
objects in this part of the palace. 

From this room, we dtscendcd 
into the court of the Charem 3 and, 
having crossed it, ascended, by a 
flight of steps, to an upper par- 
terre, for the purpose of examining 
a part of the building appropriated 
to the inferior ladies of the Se- 
raglio. Finding it exactly upon 
the plan of the rest, only worse 



fiirnisheJ, and in a more wretched 
state, we returned, to quit the 
Charem entirely, and effect our 
retreat to the, garden. The reader 
Inay imagine our consternation, ^ 
on finding that the great door was 
closed upon us, and that we were 
locked in. Listening, to ascertaid 
If any one was stirring, we dis- 
covered that a slave had entered to 
feed some turkeys, who were gob- 
bling and making a great noise at 
a small distance. We profited by 
their tumult, to force back the 
huge lock of the gate with a large 
stone, which fortunately yielded 
to our blows, and we made our es- 
cape. 

We now quitted the Lower 
Garden of the Seraglio, and as^ 
cended, by a paved road, towards 
the Chamber of the Garden of Hy- 
acinths. This promised to he in- 
teresting, as we Were told the. Sul- 
tan passed almost all his private 
hours in that apartment ; and the 
view of it might make us acquaint- 
ed with occupations and amuse** 
ments, which characterize the nian, 
divested of the outward parade of 
the Sultan. We presently turned 
from the paved ascent, towards the 
right, and entered a small garden, 
laid out into very neat oblong bor- 
dei-8, ejdged with porcelain^ or 
Dutch tiles. Here no plant is suf- 
fered to grow, except the Hyacinth j 
whence the name of this garden, 
and the chamber it contains. We 
examined this apartment, by look* 
ing through a window. Nothing 
can be more magnificent. Three 
sides of it were surrounded by a 
divi\n, the cushions and pillows of 
which were of black embroidered 
satin. Opposite the windows of 
the chamber was a fire-place, after 
the ordinary European fashion 3 
and on each side of this, a door 
covered with hangings of crimsoa 

J>d2 
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dotb. Between each of tbese 

doors and the 6re-place appeared 
a glass-case> containing the Sul- 
tan's private library, upon shelves; 
every volume being in manuscript^ 
lying one above tbeotber^and the ti- 
tle of each book written on the edges 
of its leaves. From the ceiling of 
the roc'HJ^ which was of burnished 
gold^ opposite to the fire-place, 
hung three gilt cages, containing 
small 6gures of artificial birds : 
these sunf( by mechanism. In the 
centre of the room stood an enor- 
mous gilt brazier, supported, in an 
ewer, by four massive claws, like 
vessels seen under sideboards in 
England. Opposite to the en- 
trance, on one side of the apart- 
ment, was a raised bench, crossing 
a door, on which were placed an 
embroidered napkin, a vase, and 
bason, for washing the beard and 
hands. Over this bench, upon the 
wall, vi^as suspended the large em- 
l)roidered/)or^«-/eMi//e, worked with 
silver thread on yellow leather, 
which is carried in procession when 
the Sultan goes to mosque, or else- 
where in public, to contain the 
petitions presented by his subjects. 
Ju a nook close to the door was also 
mpairof yellow boots j and on the 
bench, by the ewer, a pair of slip- 
pers of the same materials. These 
are placed at the entrance of every 
apartment frequfented by the Sul- 
tan, The floor was covered with 
Gobelins tapestry 3 and the ceiling, 
as before stated, magnificently 
glided and burnished. Groupes 
of arms, such as pistols, sabres, and 
poignards, were disposed, with 
very singular taste and effect, on 
the different compartments of the 
^alls; the handles and scabhards 
of which were covered with dia- 
monds of veiy large size : these, 
as they glittered around, gave a 
most gorgeous effect to the splen-

We had scarce ended our survey 
of this costly scene, when, to our 
great dismay, a Bostangby mad* 
bis appearance within the apaK- 
meat ; but, fortunately for us, his 
head was turned from the window^ 
and we immediately sunk below 
it, creeping upon our hands and 
knees, until we got clear of the 
Garden of Hyacinths. Thence, 
ascending to the upper walks, we 
passed an aviary of nightingales. 

The walks in the upper garden 
are very small, in wretched condi- 
tion, and laid out in worse taste 
than the fore court of a Dutchman's 
house in the suburbs of the Hague. 
Small as they are, they constituted, 
until lately, the whole of the Se^ 
raglio gardens near the sea; and 
from them may be seen the whole 
prospect of the entrance to the 
Canal, and the opposite coast of 
Scutary. Here, in an old kiosk, 
is seen a very ordinary marble slab, 
supported on iron cramps r this^ 
nevertheless, was a present from 
Charles the Twelfth of Sweden. 
It is precisely the sort of sideboard 
seen in the lowest inns of £ng* 
land; and, while it may be said 
no person would pay half the 
amount of its freight to send it 
back again, it shews the natui^e of 
the presents then made to the 
Forte by foreign Princes. From 
these formal parterres we descend- 
ed to the Gardener's lodge, .and 
left the gardens by the gate through 
which we entered. 

I never should have offered so 
copious a detail of the scenery of 
this remarkable place, if I did not 
believe that an account of the in- 
terior of the Seraglio would be 
satisfactory, from the secluded na- * 
ture of the objects to which it 
bears referencej^ and the little pro-

T>0ETS9 in tbeir discourses uppn 
and vindication of tbeir pas- 
toral poetry^ place sbepberds in the 
first age of tbe worlds and assert 
tbat the keeping flocks was tbe Hrst 
employment of mankind; but if 
we reflect on how few, if any, of 
our animals, are came or domestic 
by nature, we must doubt tbe above 
assertion. Our domestic animals 
-were once rovers and wild^ tbey 
were taken by sportsmen or hunt- 
ers, and by tbem were domesti- 
cated, made tame, to know a borne, 
and tbe comforts and safety- of a 
habitation ^ such of the animals, 
(so domesticated) as sportsmen 
perceived were endowed with great- 
er degree of intellect and docility, 
tbey educated and trained up to be 
obedient and serviceable to tbem 
in tbeir pursuits, wbetner of neces- 
sity, or for pleasure and amuse** 
meat* >Some became serviceable 
for tbe necessaries and luxuries of 
life ; others were a guard and pro- 
tection ; tbey were warlike, they 
fearlessly braved every danger, and 
toiled and fought valiantly for 
tbeir roasters, and were ready to 
hazard their lives in their defence, 
or for their pleasure. The sports- 
man being, thus protected by his 
faithful domestic animals, which 
he treated as friends, educated as 



his children, and fed and defended 
at his habitation 3 he not only bold- 
ly faced and even sought those sa- 
vage monsters of the woods and 
mountains tbat he had formerly 
avoided 3 but, seconded by hia 
horses, dogs, &c. be waged war 
with lions, tigers, and other savages 
of strength and fierceness j he sub- 
dued tbem in some degree, and 
kept tbem at a distance from bis 
habitation, from bis flocks, and 
herds. From hence it appears, 
tbat sportsmen were the first order' 
or rank of men in tbe world. 

As to shepherds and agriciilta« 
rists, these orders or classes of 
mankind are probably of the same 
age. Certain it is, that tbe do- 
mesticated animals must have beea 
led to the plains, tbeir pastures, 
and there kept within bounds, and 
protected from danger as far as it 
was possible, which was probably 
tbe task and employment of old. 
men hnd boys, and these men wers 
called shepherds. On the other 
band, we must suppose that men 
saw the operations of nature in the 
vegetable creation, the annual rise 
and growth of plants, tbeir man- 
ner of seeding, &c. and their vir- 
tue ; and tbat they very early be- 
gan to cultivate tbem for th^ 
various uses and sustenance in se- 
lected spots near their dwelliug; 
and hence tl/e origin of agricul- 
ture. 

Now with ripgard to the primo- 
geniture of these three classes of

Their qualifications 
introduce them into the harems 
as well as the saloons of the great ; 
these girls^ with cultivated under-* 
standings, with a peculiar purity 
of phrasealoji^, and the most en- 
gaging softness of manners, ob- 
tained from sa entire a dedication 
^ tbeniselves to poetry, and the 
kinder feelings, possess a familia*' 
rity tv iib the softest, as well as the 
most sonorous expressions of tlyeir 
language. They repeat with a 
j^reat deal of grace, and they sing 
tbe Musopbisticated tianaooaiea oir 



airs of their country/ wftlio^ 
'* the borrowed aid of Italian art.*' 
We shall now proceed to give an 
account of the education of tb» 
alm^h. 

This race of women amonj^ tb« 
Hindoos, &c. is formed into thre* 
grand divisions. 

}st, A particular set is eoQpIoyed 
in the service of the temples, wrbere 
dancing is performed at regulated 
intervals. These are not remark-* 
«ble for their heanty, because thty 
are the refuse of the following 
class. 

2d, The fashionable set — Thtf 
women in this class are invariably^ 
preferred; they are accomplished 
in every art of allurement; they 
are generally handsome ; they live 
decently, with the exceptions of 
their profession ; and the greatest 
number of them are in comfortable 
(pecuniary) situations. 

The 3d and lowest dass, are a 
shameless race. They are tbe com'' 
mon veonen> who have no preten* 
sions to any sort of acquirements, 
and wholly depend for the neces- 
saries of life on the trade to which 
they are devoted. 

The fashionable class, with- 
wliose theatrical representations 
the '* great vulgar*' is ^i^^riMfl^* 
are originally descended fmm^c 
tribe of Kicolas, or weavers, who 
from immemorial usage had dedi- 
cated the female oisprhig of ^cb 
family to the service of the temples 
and the public. Happy for human 
natuf«, this absui'^ and* degrading 
custom IS not in nrach practice 
now; as the uninterrupted employ- 
ment which that class find under 
the auspices of the Honourable 
Company, together with the ame-* 
lioration of their circumstances, 
has improved their feelings of ho- 
nour and of virtue. The deficiency 
arising fk>in the above cause, is* 

asade 
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ifkfute up by ^he purchase of girb 
from (Ufferent parts of the country, 
where the calamities of war and 
of famine^ domestic misfortunes^ 
and peculiar religious customs, 
drive parents to the necessity of 
disposing of their children. An 
elderly woman, and one or two 
girls, form a set, which' is distin- 
guished after the young or the old 
lady's Dafiie> as fortune, fame, or 
chance, may render either of them 
<Km)lpicdottS. The young girls are 
aent to the dancing-school at about 
five or six years of age) and at 
^igbt they hegin to learn music, 
either vocal or instrumeotal ] some 
attain a great proficiency in danc-^ 
ing, others in singing; but the 
first art is limited to a certain |>e<- 
jfiod of life) for dancing, in the 
Hindoo style, requires great agility 
and strength of constitution : and 
no female after the age of twenty- 
five years, is reckoned competent 
to the task. 

The expense attending the edu- 
cation of a girl, with such accom*. 
j»lishments, will p/obably amouut 
to between three and four hundred 
pagodas. This is either managed 
by, contracts, or monthly pay- 
Bient, to the Natnva, the dancing- 
uaster, and Pataca, the singer. 

When the girl attains a certain 
degree of proficiency, the friends 
aud the relations of the old mother 
are invited 3 and after ipbserving 
certain formalities and ceremonies, 
the young aspii^nt is introduced 
into the assembly ) where her me- 
rit and her proficiency are examin- 
ed and tried. 

The expense of this first exhibi- 
tion fis great, including the presents 
to the dancing-master; and it is 
supported either by the betrothed 
galLant of the girl, or the friend 
of her mother. After ih\% cere* 
ttony, and not till then, the set gaia 



admittance to the fayour df the 
public, and a*re asked to attend 
marriages, and every other enter'*, 
tainment, funerals, and eveiy other 
solemnity. 

With regard to Iheir revenues^ 
the first source of emolument pro^ 
ceeds from thei^* destination as pub-* 
lie women. Wheu the young fe-« 
male aixives at the age of puberty, 
she is consigned to the protection 
of a man who generally pays a 
large premium, besides a suitable 
monthly allowance : changes of 
protectors are made as often as it 
suits the conveniency aud advan* 
tage of the old matron. 

The second channel of benefit 
arises from the presents made to 
them for dancing and singing ^ 
unfortunately no standard of hire 
was ever established, but it is en-, 
tirely left to the arrangements of 
the parties. 

A set will probably reoeive from 
. thirty to five hundred rupees for 
the performance of three or four 
days, as the circumstances and dis-* 
position of the. person who re<* 
quests their attendance may admit; 
sometimes the spectators give a 
few rupees to them, either from 
liberality or vanity. The luroduce . 
of this supply goes in shares to 
every individual forming the setg^ 
th us : Eive or ten per cent, on the 
whole is taken off for charities; 
the residue is fken divided into 
two shares, one of which is al- 
lowed to. the dancing women, the 
other subdivided into 6^ shares, 
of which 2^ are given to Natuva, 
or the dancing-master ; 1^ to Fa« 
taca, or the singer; 1 to Pillangolop 
or the fiute- player ; 1^ to Madda^ 
lagar, 6r the trumpeter; 1^- to 
Strutyman, or the bellows blower ; 
this is paid by the dancing womaa 
out of her share.

tember, 1811, to several of the 
Officers of the five companies c^ 
the 85tb regiment, tiien ander the 
command of Major Mein, at the 
regimental depot at Hailslmm or 
j^lverhtll^ the above expressions 
and assertions being absotntely 
false, and greatly to the pvejodice 
and dishonour of Major Mein*S

" The Court further feels itself 
bound to express its severest ani- 
madversion on the evasive and re« 
Juctant manner iq which the testi- 
mony of Captain Hylton was ^ven, 
rand the difficulty the Court ex-* 
perienced in i^xtorting from Ca}V 
tain Hylton that information, 
which the Court had such strong 
presumption for supposing him in 
};ossession of, and which it was too 
evident his desire and endeavour to 
withhold."

nPHE case of Captain Foskett. 
^ late of the 15th Light Dra* 
goons, has been several times ad- 
verted to in the Sporting Magazine.

CASE OF HYDROPHOBIA.

SrR — Among the multitude <if 
diseases which combine to aggra-* 
vate the mass of human misery, 
there is none perhaps more terrible 
than that which is excited by the 
bite of a mad dog, scientifically 
known by the name of Hydropho-* 
bia. 

As I have lately had an opportif* 
nity of observing the progress of 
this disease through its various 
stages to its termination in death, 
if you think such an account as £ 
am able to give of it would be any 
way useful, I should feel obliged 
by your inserting it in your paper. 

F. Brunsden, a lad about fifteen 
years of age, son of a labourer of 
this village, but who himself work- 
ed at a farm in the parish of La* 
vington, was bitten in the upper 
lip by a dog he was playing with, 
about two months since. The 
subsequent conduct of the dog ex- 
cited suspicions of his being mad, 
^ and the boy underwent the usu^ 
operation of immersion in the sea 
as early as he could get thither. 
He remained in apparent good 
health tiU the evening of Tuesday, 

the- 
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tOie Iltb instant* when be corn* 
plained that as be was belpiQg to 
load a cart with grass, he felt a sen* 
^tation like a weight rising into bis 
ftomach. He was indisposed the 
next day, but as he did not seem 
jemarkahly unwell; and as bis rela- 
tives were fully satisfied of the ef* 
£cacy of the salt water, it did not 
occur to tbem that be was getting 
iiiad ; however; as he was worse on 
Thursday morning, a professional 
pntleman was called in, who im- 
mediately pronounced it to be a de- 
cided case of hydrophobia. This 
morning he complained of an inter- 
mitting pain in his stomach, that 
bis throat was very sore> and that 
he felt rather strange in bis bead ; 
Lis voice was interrupted like that 
^ a person labouring under a vio- 
lent hiccup; and bis eyes were ra- 
ther blood-shot and preternaturally 
glistening. Still, however, he was 
flible to walk about very well -, be 
reasoned as correctly as usual, nor 
.did be manifest the slightest incli- 
«iation to do mischief to himself or 
toy one else. He several times 
Asked for water or tea to drink, but 
the sight of it invariably excited 
indescribable horror, and inaeased 
the spasms to an alarming degree. 
He once attempted to swallow a 
tea-spoonful of water, but was near 
three minutes in the act of deglu- 
tition, during which the spasms in 
the tbroat were very violent, and 
the water descended at last with a 
force as though it had been thrown 
{iX)iin a syringe ^ this was succeeded 
by pains in tlie stomach, and break- 
ing up of great quantities of wind. 
The |K)or fellow was fully aware of 
people's opinion that be was getting 
mad, and laboured under a fright- 
ful apprehension that means would 
be used to shorten bis existence. 
; He begged those who came about 
bim^ with tears, not to shoot him/ 



assuring tbem that be was not taiii 
that he was only a Itttl* lights 
beaded, and should soon be welL 
He evidently indulged stroog hopes 
that bis was only a common illness 
till late in the evening, when the 
increased severity of the symptoms, 
and the preparations which he saw 
making to confine him, banisbed 
the pleasing illusion. It was ex- 
pected that be would resist the per- 
formance of this melancholy duty, 
but he quietly submitted to he 
chained, only begging in a most pa* 
tbetic manner, that he might not 
be shot ! From this time the disease 
continued to gain ground rapidly j 
about ten o'clock, the light of a 
candle became insupportable, and 
shortly after midnight he grew de* 
lirious. Tbe remainder of the 
night was spent in excessive vio* 
lence and raying; he repeatedly 
shook the weak fabric of the cot« 
tage in which he was confined, and 
serious apprehensions were enter* 
tained that be would pull down tb» 
partition wall to which he wa* 
chained. About five in the morn* 
iiig (Friday), he gtew more calmi 
but it was tbe calmness of ap* 
proacbing death : nature, no longer 
capable of maintaining tbe froit- 
less struggle, was about to yield te 
her terrible opponent. At nine 
o'clock, tbe pulse was extremely 
.low and quick, and by twelvp it 
was no longer perceptible. 'He 
lay from five in tbe morning till 
three in tbe afternoon (the hour at 
which he died) apparently insensi- 
ble to all surrounding objects, but 
suffering extreme agonies from 
spasms, which frequently threat* 
ened immediate suffocation. The 
diseased saliva flowed copiously 
from bis mouth ; respiration was 
difficult and interrupted, and deg* 
•lutition seemed impossible.-— The 
ttoiqent of dissolution was not oh- 

▼loasly 
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Tfottsly marked by any exacerba- 
tion of the disease, and the spasm 
which extinguished life did not ap- 
. pear more severe than many M'hich 
precelled it.— 1 am^ Sir, your hum« 
ble servant, J. Offeb.

SPORTSMEN,

jV/f R. Bolland said, that this was 
an action to recover penalties 
for shooting game and exposing it 
to sale. 

Mr. Serjeant Best observed, that 
the plaintiff in this case was stew- 
ard to Lord ; — , and brought 

his action to deter the defendant, 
a young man of about twenty-five 
years, who, instead of engaging 
himself in useful industry, em- 
ployed himself in destroying large 
(Quantities of game in all the pre- 
serves. The learned Seijeant was 
aware that the game laws by some 
were deemed severfe; he did not 
think so, since it had the effect of 
keeping country gentlemen on their 
estates ; at any rate this was not 
the place to determine upon the 
propriety of the law. It would be 
proved that the defendant was not 
qualified, affer which the plaintiff 
would be entitled to recover all the 
penalties, but should only require 
one or two to deter the plaintiff 
from similar practices,

SALISBURY.

passion, making use of the grossest 
ill language, and pointing a gun 
at the prosecutor, threatening to 
blow out his brains. 

Mr. Baron Graham, in suminiog 
up the evidence, stated to the Jury, 
that the conduct of the prosecutor 
had been proper and correct, and 
that he would have been justified in 
knocking the defendant off his 
horse with the first weapon he could 
meet with j that the only question 
for their consideration was, whe- 
ther an assault had been commit- 
ted or not, of wkicb, in bis ophi. 
ion, they could not entertain a 
doubt. 

The Jury (which, at the instance 
of the defendant, was special) ha^ 
mediately returned a verdict of 
guilty j and the defendant will be 
called up to receive judgment in the 
Court of King's Bench, in Mi- 
chaelmas Term next.

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UlL WINDHAM'S OPINIONS 

ON THE 

EFFICACY OF PUGILISM. 

^X*H£ following passage in one of 
Mr. Windham's letters, pub- 
lished in th.e account of his life> 
prefixed to the edition of his 
Speeches, is so mach in his peculiar 
manner, and has such claims, on 
our attention at the present mo- 
ipent, when the gallant conduct of 
our countiymen at Salamanca is 
the theme of every conversation, 
that we make no apology foi' lay- 
ing it before our readers : — 

*' A smart contest, this, between 
Maddoxand Richman ! Why are 
we to boast so much of the native 
valour of our troops, as shewn at 
^alavera, at Vimeira, and at Maida, 
yet to discourage all the practices 
and habits which tend to keep alive 
the same sentiments and feelings ? 
The sentiments that Elled tbe minds 
qf the threft thousand spectators 
who attended the two pugilists, 
were just the same in kind as, those 
which inspired the higher comba- 
tants on the occasion before enu- 
merated. It is the circimvstances 
only in which they are displayed 
that make the difi'erence. 

He that the world subdued, had been 
But the beat wrestler on the green. 

There is no sense in the answer 
always made to this, ' Are no 
men brave but boxers?' Braveiy 
fs found in all habits, classes^ cir- 
cumstances, and conditiops. But 
have habits and institutions of one 
sort no tendency to form it more 
tlian of another? Longevity is 
found in persons of habits tbe most 
opposite; but are not certain ha- 
bits more favourable to it than 
others?"

Much has been written at all 
times on the subje^jt of bravery, 
and nxiny^ theories have been in- 
vented to account for it. Some 
have attributed it to climate, and 
some to the quality of food. Vol- 
ney, in his Catechism of a French 
citizen^ say& that men who subsist 
on animal food are braver than 
those who live on vegetables ; but 
the Irish and the Scotch, who 
principally live on potatoes and 
oatmeal, would probably be dis- 
posed to contest tbe truth of this 
theory with the French philoso- 
pher. Tbe Scotch poet. Burns, 
traces the valour of his country- 
men to whisky : 

*^ Sages their solemn een may steek. 
And physically causes seek, 

in clime an' season; 
But tell me Whisky's name in Greek,

Oastie of Indolence, 



AMUSEMENTS OF THE CAL. 
MUCK TAttTAUS. 

T^HE principal amusements of 
. the Cal mucks are buntiug» 
wrestling, archery, arid horse-rac* 
ing : indeed, the greater j)art of a 
Calmuck*s time is spent in diver- 
sions. Tbcy arc excellent horse- 
men, being trained to riding from 
their infancy. The women, how- 
ever, are as expert ut this cxcrciso 
as the men, and manage the animal 
with more gracefulness and skill j 
for a male Calmuck on horseback, 
though he never loses his seat, ap- 
pears as if he were iutoxicuted^ 
and about to fall ^fi* every instant. 
So partial are they co this [amuse- 
ment, that even the ceremony of 
marriage is sometimes performed 
on horseback. ** A girl is first 
mounted/* says the intelligent Dr. 
Clarke, in his travels through tbil 
Country, *' who rides off at full 
a{>eed. ' Her iovcr pursues ; aod, 
if he overtakes her, she beconitf 
his wife, and the marriage is coo* 
fuinmated upon the sj^t; after

^iit. But it bciinetiuies happens^ 
that the woiTiun does not wish to 
' many the person by whom she is 
pursued, in which case she will not 
sufifer him to overtake her j| and we 
were assured, that oo instance oc* 
curs of a Cjilmuck girl being thus 
caught, unless she hds a plirtiality 
for her pursuer. If she dislikes 
bini, she rides, to use the language 
of English sportsuien, ' neck or 
nothing,* until she has completely 
escaped, or until the pursuer's horse 
is tired ,out, leaving her at liberty 
to return, to be afterwards chased 
hy some niore favoured^ admirer." 
The Caluiucks are passionately ad- 
dicted to gambling, and will some- 
times sit whole nights at cards, un- 
til they have lost all that they pos- 
sess, even their very clothes. This 
game, however, is only permitti'd 
during their festivals ; and at all 
other times is prohibited under a 
seyere penalty. They have also 
chess, draughts;, backgammon, and 
the young people amuse them- 
selves with singing, and dancing to 
the balalaika, or two-stringed lute. 
In their drinking parties, which 
are very fretpient, and where every 
one brings his share of rack or 
koumiss, the greatest harmony and 
decorum prevails 5 and though they 
are generally kept up until the 
stock of litjuor is expended, which 
sometimes lasts for half a day, yet 
they are seldom attended either 
M'ith riot or intoxication.

nnHE camel is one of (he targtr 

quadrupeds, being six or «even 

feet from the ground to the highest 

f '«Lrt of the badK«. and it cBrries the 



head when erect about nifie tffH 
above the plane of its position. 
The carcase weighs three or fonr 
hundred pounds ; but the size and 
weight are far from alike in all.' 

Notwithstanding our familiarity 
with this animal, the diflereut spe- 
cies and varieties are hy no means 
well unrterstood, which produces 
some inconsistency in a generat 
account of the properties it pos- 
sesses. There are two species so 
distinct, however, that they can- 
not possibly be mistaken ; the one 
the- Bactrian or Tauridan camd, 
having two bunches on the back, 
and the other of somewhat smaller 
size, lighter made, aiHl more ac- 
tive, called the Arabian camel or 
dromedary. It is this latter only ' 
which is most generally alluded t» 
under the name of camel. 

Certain authors have described 
four, which they conceive distinct 
species of camels. 1st, The Turk- 
man camel, which is larger, stout* 
er, and of a darker colour than the 
rest. It requires more careful feed- 
ing, is less capable of resisting ex- 
cessive heats, and of enduring pri- 
vations, and is more nntractable. 
2d, The Arab camel, of smaller 
size, less hairy, and not «o dark in 
colour a« the foriner> and wbick 
can endure the want of water.—* 
8d, The dromedarv. wImcIi some

DESFEiElATE GAMBLING. 

AT the Quarter Sessions for the 

CUy of London, .held on the 

14th of September^ the following 

extraordinary instance of de^rate 

gambling was developed : — 

James Sbeltou was indicte d for 
having assaulted Croker, the W^ 
cer of Police, on the Hampstead- 
joad, some time ago, when the de- 
fendant was prevented iront banging 
himself at a lamp post, in conse- 
qqence of the most abandoned and 
profligate itcb tor gambling. 

The defendant, a bargeman hy, 
occtipfation, made an Excursion to 
Uampstead some time ago, with an 
associate, instead of attending his 
business and family, and after los- 
ing hy wagers {all that be iMssessed 
or could cdmmand, set up the last 
atake, bis life, upon the cast of a 
d'm, which bis adv»sary won, and 
claimed, hy having the defendant 
hanged at the first lamp, on their 
getting to the road across the fields. 
Shellon, with seeming cbeerfiil- 
ntsfi, ascended to the lamp*post, 
tied a Belcher handkerchief round 
his neck, which be affixed, by the 
command of the winner, his ad- 
versary, firmly to the post. Pejid- 
ing the suspension, however, the 
handkerchief gave way, by the 
knots getting loosened, not being 
tied by a more, skilful Jack Ketch, 
and the intended victim dropped-— 
not into eternity, but to the surface 
oC the earth. " Up again quick- 
ly,^* cries the adversary, insisting 
on the full performance of the con- 
dition of the wager, to which de<T 
feiidaat assented, and again mo wtr 



ed to fix the knots more seciiielyf 
While in this act, Croker, the offi- 
cer, coming by, on being called^ 
interposed, and with the cudgel be 
held in his hand laid upon the de^ 
fendant two or three hard blows, 
and brought him to the ground, 
l^fore he could effect the secoud 
suspension. Sbelton brutally 
requited his preserver, the Offi- 
cer, by a blow from a most gigan* 
tic and brawny fist, which black- 
ened both his eyes and hrokc hi» 
nose. / 

For this assault he waa now in- 
dieted ; and after the case was fully 
proved against him, he {beaded 
son assauU de main,, and called wit- 
nesses to prove the prosecutor had 
first struck him three times hefor»> 
he retaliated, adding/ that the 
officer had not^ shewn bis staflf of 
office before he struck him, and 
insisting that he had a right to 
hang himself, as he lost the wager, 
and would be considered unffLir 
if he had not fully performed tho 
bet. 

The Jury returned a verdict of 
guilty, after the Chairman most 
humanely bad observed npon the 
folly and obstinacy of the defend- 
ant, in accusing the oflicer for aa 
act of imperative duty> in prevent- 
ing the impious act of intended 
suicide. 

Here the wife of the defendant 
personally addressed the Bench, 
stating, that by this prosecntion she 
was ruined in her little shop busi- 
ness, and her four yonng children 
were deprived of the means of sub- 
sistence, which had cost her no les^ 
a sum than 1 81. and left her unable 
to defray further expences, in case 
the sentence should require it, add- 
ing, that except some such irregu- 
lar fits or frolics^ her fiusband was 
laborious, aa^d attentive t9 all his 
duties* 
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QTbe Bench l^ecame unaniinoiis 
in ihe merciful judgment of grant- 
log the female pleader the full libe- 
il^tion of her husband.
